New York Group Addressed by Director of National 
Board—Welfare Agency Proposed—Golf

There will be no dictation or suggestion by the Druggists’ National Fair Trade 
Board of prices to be set by manufacturers in contracts under State fair trade 
laws, said Dr. Robert L. Swain, Baltimore, managing director of the board, in an 
address to the Drug, Chemical and Allied Trades Section of the New York Board 
of Trade at its Fall meeting in Shawnee-on-Delaware, Pa., September 17 and 18. 
The determination of contractual prices is something for the manufacturer alone, 


Dr. Swain said; and in its scrutinizing of fair trade contracts for form, the na-. 


tional board will prefer that the agreements submitted contain no reference to 
prices, 

The function of the fair trade board, Dr. Swain explained, is regarded by 
that body to be an endeavor to assure as far as possible uniformity and prac- 
ticability in contractual terms. The purpose is to reduce to a minimum varia- 
tions in essential terms and thus to relieve a manufacturer of the necessity of 
having more than one contract form.

F.W.D.A. Diseusses Fair Trade 
Operations and Labor Problems 


Cooperative Wholesalers Ask Recognition of Right 
To Distribute Participation Dividends 
—Raab Is Elected President 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 24, 1937. 


The operation of fair trade laws was one of the major items of interest 
in the proceedings of the Federal Wholesale Druggists Association in its twenty- 
second annual meeting which closed today after being in session since Tuesday 
forenoon. This timely subject was argued in certain pertinent aspects in the 
joint session of wholesaler and manufacturer members Tuesday afternoon, 
emphasis being laid by the manufacturers on the apparent increase of interest 
by retail druggists in own-brand articles. 

In the wholesalers’ sessions it was the general feeling that contracts made 
under fair trade acts should give due recognition to the service performed by 
cooperative wholesale houses, and that there should be no interference with 
the right of a cooperative to distribute its earnings as it saw fit. 


Labor problems were another item receiving close attention. The whole- 


* salers were strong for amendment of labor legislation to get equitable recognition 


It is the plan of the fair trade board, 


Dr. Swain said, also to endeavor to co- 
ordinate the activites of State fair trade 
committees, to minimize the cost to the 
manufacturer of distributing contracts 
and of keeping informed with respect 
to the observance of contractual prices. 
The board has not yet completed the 
preparation of the basic rules which 
will govern its functioning. This and 
other matters, Dr. Swain pointed out, 
require careful attention because of the

unchanged provisions of the Federal 
antitrust acts which lay a ban on con- 
certed action by competitors and on 
acts which may be restrictive of com- 
petition or coercive in respect of the 
relations of distributors with manufac- 
turers. 

In response to a number of questions 
by members of the section, Dr. Swain 
gave information on various points of 
the application and administration of 
fair trade laws. 


Purpose of Meeting 

Because the section’s annual dinner 
had grown to large proportions and be- 
come national in scope, it was the be- 
lief of the executive committee, said 
Joseph A. Huisking, of Charles L. Huis- 
king & Co., chairman of the section, 
that a midyear meeting should be ar- 
ranged to provide a means of close con- 
tacts among members of the trades. The 
Fall meeting with this purpose was 
introduced last year, then and now, Mr. 
Huisking said, there was no endeavor 
for elaborateness. 

Mr. Huisking, referring briefly to 
economic conditions, said that, although 
he did not expect the “major surge”

Cosmetic Manufacturers 


Urged to Clean House 


Several hundred buyers of cosmetics, 
attending the third annual. conference 
and exhibition which opened in this 
city September 20, heard Northam 
Warren advise fellow-members of the 
cosmetic manufacturing industry to 
clear their lines of harmful and worth- 
less ‘products in anticipation of the 
enactment of a cosmetic law by Con- 
gress.

Chemical Shipments to U. S. 


Territories Gain 20 Percent 


The Territorial markets of Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and Alaska are becoming 
increasingly important as outlets for a 
wide range of chemical and related 
product lines, particularly fertilizers, 
chemical specialties, paint products, 
medicinals, and toiletries, according to 
C. C. Concannon, chief of the Chemi- 
cal Division of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce. 

The three Territories taken together 
purchased $15,000,000 worth of such 
products from mainland manufacturers 
during the 12 months ended with June 
of the current year, a 20 percent gain 
over the preceding fiscal period, pre- 
liminary statistics reveal. 

Puerto Rico was the largest Terri- 
torial purchaser, taking goods valued 
at $7,520,000, which was a 30 percent in- 
ctease over 1935-36. Comparing the 
two fiscal periods, Puerto Rico’s pur- 
chases of fertilizers from mainland 
manufacturers show an _ increase in 
value from $1,745,885 to $2,717,500; 
medicinals, from $998,000 to $1,213,300; 
chemical specialties from $592,000 to 
$682,300; paint products, from $548,000 
to $736,000; and soaps and toilet prepa- 
rations from $1,480,760 to $1,733,000. The 
large increase in fertilizer purchases 
was due, it is stated, to more intensive 
application of such materials to sugar 
cane fields. By volume Puerto Rico 
purchased 120,865 long tons of fertili- 
zers from Continental United States in 
1936-37, against 82,276 tons during the 


preceding fiscal period and 47,603 tons 
in 1931-32. 

Hawaii followed Puerto Rico in im- 
portance as a Territorial purchaser of 
main-land chemicals and related prod- 
ucts during the last fiscal year, taking 
goods valued at $6,230,000 against $5,- 
475,000 in 1935-36. Hawaii’s purchases 
of soaps and toilet preparations from 
mainland manufacturers headed the list 
with receipts valued at $1,607,650 dur- 
ing the 12 months ended with June 30 of 
the current year, compared with $1,- 
323,250 in 1935-36; purchases of chemi- 
cal specialties and industrial chemicals 
increased from $896,850 to $1,092,000; 
paint products, from $946,560 to $1,163,- 
000; medicinals, from $584,000 to $619,- 
000; inks, from $32,000 to $70,000; coal- 
tar products, from $24,000 to $27,000, 
and industrial explosives, from $189,000 
to $235,000. Hawaii’s fertilizer pur- 
chases from Continental United States, 
however, declined in value from $1,- 
289,500 to $1,249,000 during these pe- 
riods. 

Alaska, in spite of its sparse popula- 
tion, imports substantial quantities of 
chemicals and related products, the 
total in 1936-37 aggregating $1,250,000 
in value, which was approximately the 
same as in the preceding fiscal period. 
Its purchases of such products consist 
mainly of industrial explosives—for use 
in its mining operations—medicinals, 
paint products, soaps and toilet prepa- 
rations, and chemical specialties.

Chemical Price Firmness Holds 


Prices were firmly held in most divisions of the markets for 
heavy and fine chemicals last week, and there were some important 
advances.- Reductions in a few basic commodities served to hold 
the general level, but the expectations were that an upward trend 
would be favored by shortages of certain materials. 

New buying was quiet, but the movement on contracts con- 
tinued strong, although processors had comparatively heavy inven- 
tories of some materials accumulated in anticipation of higher prices. 
The outlook for the coming quarter was encouraging. 

Prices were advanced on refined anthranilic acid, bromides of 
cadmium, calcium, and lithium, monobromated camphor, menthol, 
podophyllin, antimony white pigment, red and yellow cadmium 
lithopones, tungstated colors, Congo and Manila copals, Batavia 
and Singapore dammars, and tankage and dried blood at Chicago. 
Prices were reduced on calcium acetate, acetic acid, tetrachloride of 
tin, stannate of soda, blackstrap molasses, quicksilver, Western nitro- 
genous fertilizer stuff, imported steamed bone, and Japanese sardine 
meal. Quotations on ephedrine and its salts were withdrawn. 

The ReEporTER’S composite index number remained at 127.6

Manufacturers of agricultural in- 
secticides have notified the Sur- 
geon-General of the United States |

calcium and lead, will be given a 
distinctive pink color to prevent 
their being used by mistake for 
other powders used in foods. The 
color will be added to all new 
production for the 1938 crop year. 

This safety measure was adopted 
by voluntary agreement among 
the manufacturers with the ap- 
proval of the Public Health Serv- 
ice and is the result of a five-year 
study.

Whale Oil to Be Used 
In Paints by Germany 


Whale oil, used in Germany chiefly 
as a foodstuff, is attracting increased at- 
tention of industrialists in that coun- 
try who see in it a substitute for vege- 
table oils in the manufacture of paints, 
and possibilities for greater utilization 
in other technical oil consuming indus- 
tries, according to information reach- 
ing the Department of Commerce from 
the consul at Frankfort-on-Main. 

A new method recently developed 
in Germany in connection with process- 
ing whales is expected locally to revo- 
lutionize the industry as practised by 
Norwegian and English whaling vessels 
in the Antarctic and place whale-oil 
recovery upon a more efficient and 
lucrative basis. 

This new chemico-technical process is 
stated to greatly increase the yield of 
oil, meat, and valuable by-products and 
is claimed to be.a marked advance in 
methods used by the whaling industry 
up to the present time. 

In keeping with its national policy of 
making greater use of whale oil in 
order to reduce imports of vegetable 
oils and fats, a new whaling fleet of 
most modern design and construction 
has recently been developed in Ger- 
many which is expected to enable that 
country to secure a large part, if not 
all, of its whale oil supply from its own 
fleet. 

The improved methods of extraction 
recently developed will be employed 
by the new fleet, the consul reported.

World Chemical Developments 


A quinine substitute known as 
“Atebrin” and new pectin preparations 
for the control and internal and ex- 
ternal hemorrhages are among recent 
German developments in the medical 
field, according to information received 
by the Chemical Division of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 


Progress is also being made in the 
field of hormones and vitamines and a 
new and improved diphtheria vaccine 
has been developed which is an im- 
mediate and lasting protection against 
that disease, it is stated. 

The formation of a new company to 
produce “Tiokol,” an elastic rubberlike 
material, marks a further step in Ger- 
many’s program of national independ- 
ence in the sphere of rubber, reports 
from Frankfort-on-Main state. 

A new process for producing artificial 
snow from glass wool, alum and urea 
has been reported by a German firm 
which claims that mixtures of other 
natural or synthetic fibers and crystal- 
line substances are also suitable for use 
with the process. 

Recent decrees of the Italian Govern- 
ment provide for assistance to synthetic 
rubber manufacturers in the form of 


reduced duties on machinery and raw 
materials, lower taxes, and production 
subsidies, according to information re- 
ceived from Rome. 

Two prominent factors in the British 
fertilizer industry have established a 
subsidiary company capitalized at $50,000 
to conduct research preliminary to be- 
ginning manufacture of synthetic nitro- 
gen fertilizer materials. 

Remarkable efficiency is claimed by 
the British Southern Railway in the 
control of vegetation along its right of 
way, according to reports from London 
which state that a train of eight vehicles 
traveling at 28 miles per hour carries 
concentrated chemical weed killer so- 
lution sufficient to treat 128 miles of 
track and water for 40 miles. 

The Dairy Manufacturer’s Association 
of Japan has succeeded in developing a 
process for the manufacture of casein 
formed from skimmed milk and will 
establish factories in different sections 
of Hokkaido in the near future, accord- 
ing to reports. 

A Japanese company in the city of 
Sakai has begun production of trans- 
parent urea resin and expects to satisfy 
a large part of the domestic demand for 
this product, it is reported. 


Obesity Cures Sale | 
Banned in Louisiana | 


Regulation 41, adopted by the 
Louisiana State Board of Health | 
“under authority of section 15” of | 
the food, drugs, and cosmetic act, | 
of 1936, bans the sale of antifat 
medicines in the State. The regu- 
lation is a concise one; it reads:— 

The sale of proprietary drugs for 
reduction of body weight is pro- 
hibited by law in Louisiana. 

Dr. J. A. O’Hara, president of the 
board, has issued a warning to 
manufacturers and dealers that 
this regulation “will be rigidly 
enforced in the interest of the pro- 
tection of the public health.” 

Pursuing a policy of prohibiting 
the sale of objectionable drugs the 
board has revoked the registration 
certificate for “Van-tage” on the 
grounds that claims were made for 
this product which were “false and 
misleading in violation of act 142 
of 1936. the State food, drugs, and 
cosmetic law, and contrary to the 
interest of the public health.” 





Tung Oil Imports of U.S. 
Halted by Far East War 


American paint and varnish manu- 
facturers and others employing tung 
oil in their processes have shown con- 
siderable concern in recent develop- 
ments in China which have almost en- 
tirely cut off our supplies of this es- 
sential drying oil, according to C. C. 
Concannon, chief of the Chemical Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. 

American manufacturers now use 
well over 100,000,000 pounds of tung oil 
per year, and with the exception of 
some 2,000,000 pounds being produced 
on southern plantations, all of this oil 
comes from China. Fully 90 percent of 
China’s tung oil is produced in the 
Yangtze river basin and clears down 
that river through Hankow for trans- 
shipment to ocean going vessels at 
Shanghai. So far as is known no oil 
is clearing through Shanghai at present 
and in August, prior to the outbreak of 
hostilities, shippers were able to ship 
only 2.000.000 pounds, according to cable 
advices from Hankow. 

Efforts are being made at Hankow 
to ship oil over the Hankow-Canton 
railway to Canton for transshipment 
through the British port of Hong Kong. 
Approximately 300,000 pounds of oil are 
reported to have left Hankow for Hong 
Kong in August and shipments over 
this route during the current month are 
expected to be somewhat heavier. 

As a result of unusually heavy im- 
portation of tung oil into the United 
States during June, July, and August, 
stocks on hand at present are some- 
what heavier than usual, according to 
Mr. Concannon. September 1 stocks in 
the hands of manufacturers and in 
warehouses were in the neighborhood 
of 60,000,000 pounds, he estimates, 
which at the present rate of consump- 
tion should be sufficient at least for 
normal requirements through the 
balance of the current year. 

United States consumption of Chinese 
tung oil was approximately 119,000,000 
pounds in 1936, and cost American in- 
dustrialists more than $20,000,000. Con- 
sumption in the first half of the current 
year is placed at 75,000,000 pounds. 


Palm Oil Situation 
Worrying Hollanders 


The steady fall of palm oil quota- 
tions from nearly £30 to under 
£19 is creating considerable concern 
in Holland, as the Netherlatids East 
Indies is at present the world’s largest 
individual producer. 

For example, the plantations of the 
Amsterdam Trading Company and the 
Amsterdam Rubber Company are very 
modernly: equipped, and the. recent 
rise in prices has induced many other 
companies to open palm oil estates, 
although these new plantations will 
not reach the productiofi stage for 
several years. Netherlands East Indian 
production is already on the increase. 

Against this raised output, further 
enhanced by similar increases in West 
Africa and Malaya, there appears to 
be a slackening of demand, especially 
in the United States, the largest con- 
sumer, as a result of increasing animal 
fat production.

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So much reformation is connoted by the 
new merchandising idea introduced by the 
fair trade law that the 
satisfactory applica- 
tion of this remedy for 
predatory price - cut- 
ting is not something with which inexpert 
experimentation may safely be done. Those 
whose interest in the furtherance of this 
idea is such that they recognize the haz- 
ards of a misstep know that the process of 
application must be well planned and cau- 
tiously carried out. 

It is already evident that the existence 
of enabling laws is not of itself assurance 
that a successful fight can be waged against 
even the worst forms of price-cutting. This 
new legislation does not repeal or amend 
the rules of human behavior, and the rout- 
ing of price-cutting still depends more on 
men than on means. The purpose of the 
fair trade law cannot be effectuated with- 
out the assistance of a personal purpose to 
work in unity with a minimum of selfish- 
ness toward that end. 

Distributors are reported to have as- 
sumed an attitude that, now that they can- 
not be undersold by competitors in con- 
tractually priced goods, the shrewd thing 
to do is to push the sale of comparatively 
unknown articles. These articles show a 
bigger profit; but they also require more 
time for their selling, and they lay on the 
seller an obligation to satisfy the buyer. 
There may be shrewdness in the practice 
but there is not much wisdom. How wide- 
ly this attitude prevails can only be con- 
jectured. It can be confidently predicted, 
however, that as it spreads the usefulness 
of the fair trade law will be diminished, 
and collapse of the idea will loom. 

Menufacturers are adopting consumer 
deals to cushion the jolt of raising the re 
sale price of their goods. The usual prac 
tice is to offer two of an article or one with 
a companion article for a little more than 
the price set for the article. This practice 
packs an armful of boomerangs. It is like- 
ly to depreciate the public’s evaluation of 
the article, and unless the intention is to 
ease the article out of the deal at the resale 
price of the deal, the jolt probably will 
be heavier than would have been that of 
the original raising of the price. And the

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


With the exception of the provision for 
annual registration of foods, drugs, and 
cosmetics, the Louisi- 
ana food and drugs act 
of 1936 does not ma- 
terially differ in its 
provisions from legislation of similar pur- 
pose existing in the Federal statutes and 
those of various States. It is similar in its 
major provisions with respect to advertis- 
ing and cosmetics to bills that have been 
before Congress and have been given a 
measure of favorable consideration therein. 

The Louisiana law authorizes the State 
board of health to promulgate regulations 
for its efficient enforcement, but does not 
give the board specifically, se. 2 epee

The board. is 
authorized to examine foods, drugs, and 
cosmetics and to require that these be 
registered. No power is directly conferred 
on it to refuse registration, which is a con- 


dition of sale of an article in the State- 


The prohibited acts are punishable by fine 
and imprisonment. Adulterated’ or mis- 
branded goods may be seized. But, it is not 
possible to find in the act any authority to 
prohibit a sale under any circumstances. 

The board has also revoked the permit of 
a manufacturer of a drug alleged to have 
been misbranded or falsely advertised with 
respect to therapeutic claims. The action 
of the board in this respect is stated to be 
based in part on its belief that the claims 
made were “contrary to the interest of the 
public health.” As goods cannot be sold 
without a permit without liability to pen- 
alty or seizure, this action is tantamount 
to a prohibition of sale. 

The title of the Louisiana law empowers, 
by implication at least, the board of health 
to do things for the purpose of safeguard- 
ing public health. This may tie the act into 
a general health statute that specifically 
provides for prohibitory action. A drug is 
misbranded under the law if it is dangerous 
to health under the conditions of use stated 
in its label or advertising. It is conceivable 
that the board of health regards all obesity 
cures as dangerous in this respect. But, 
no prohibitory power is delegated by the 
act, and it is necessary to assume that this 
power comes through the act creating the 
board, whereby its authority to promulgate 
regulations with respect to drugs gives it 
full discretion to interpret the phrase, “for 
the efficient enforcement of this act.” 

Such an assumption is far-fetched; al- 
though it may be well founded. It is highly 
important that the drug trade know 
whence the Louisiana health board draws 
the prohibitory power it has exercised 
when the act under which it has done so 
provides other penalties, but not this one. 
It is not enough to pass the matter off as 
affecting only one type of drugs; it has 
been applied individually in the other in- 
stance mentioned. It is advisable that the 
court review provided in section 16 of the 
act be utilized now to get a definite in- 
terpretation of the powers with which the 
board may be cumulatively or collaterally, 
if not directly, vested.

This indicated an in- 

crease of 1 percent in 
comparison with inventories in July, 1936. 
The difference is not sufficient to cause any 
alarm, and laid over against the increase 
in general buying power, urban and rural, 
cannot be regarded as indicative of a suf- 
ficiency that will depress productive ac- 
tivity. The encouragement to be got from 
the record of inventories is boosted by the 
showing that stocks in July were 17 per- 
cent smaller than they had been in 
January. 

Stocks of manufactured goods stood at 
107 in July, an increase of 6 percent from 
July, 1936, but a decrease of 4 percent from 
January. While not so encouraging as the 
composite picture from the viewpoint of 
manufacturing industry, there is nothing 
in the July record to cause reasonable ex- 
pectations that buying will be curtailed. 
It is doubtful, however, that there will be 
this year a last quarter buying boom such 
as was seen a year ago. Stocks of raw ma- 
terials stood at 104 in July, a decrease of 
2 percent over the year and a decrease of 
25 percent from the first of this year. This 
is explanatory of the change in stocks of 
manufactured goods—more raw materials 
were being worked up, and the inventories 
of processing industries were not ex- 
tensive. 

Against the general picture, stocks of 
chemicals and related products present a 
puzzle. Stocks of manufactured goods in 
this class stood at 141 in July. It is not pos- 
sible to break down this figure to indicate 
the position of manufacturers’ stocks and 
that of stocks in the hands of distributors. 
Sales records for the first six months of 
this year give support to an assumption 
that distributors were the more heavily 
stocked in July. For reasons best known 
to themselves some manufacturers of 
chemical, oil, and drug products set out 
to make big sales records in the first half 
of this year; they were quite generally 
successful. Some of these admitted that 
they did not expect to be able to keep up 
the same pace after midyear; but most of 
them expected to complete the year with 
a bigger volume than they had in 1936. 
The rush was carried on from that of the 
latter part of last year—perhaps because 
fiscal years end with June—for the July 
figure of 141 was but 1 percent less than 
that for January. 

That a desire to make sales records had 
something to do with the large stocks of 
chemical and related manufactures is in- 
dicated by the records for raw materials 
in this class. Although stocks of these 
were 4 percent larger in July than they 
had been a year earlier, the index number 
was but 72, the only one among raw ma- 
terials that did not exceed 100. It had 
dropped 23 percent from the first of this 
year. 

It can reasonably be deduced that the 
low point of chemical and related raw 
materials stocks in July is attributable to 
reductions in the inventories of processors. 
This is good news for producers; and these 
need not be disturbed by the fact that there 
was a goodly supply of consumer goods on 
hand; this supply had been decreased dur- 
ing the preceding months; and there was 
yet a goodly supply of spending money in 
the hands of consumers,

Welfare of the Trades 

In the course of an informal discus- 
sion of disturbing factors in the rela- 
tions of official regulatory bodies with 
the drug and related trades, the organi- 
zation of a central welfare agency was 
proposed, with the following purposes:— 

(a) Dissemination of information rela- 
tive to regulations governing advertising. 

(b) Review and criticism of advertising 
material submitted to it. 

(c) Research and preparation of mate- 
rial to combat false and misleading state- 
ments in “best sellers.” 

(d) Research and preparation of infor- 
mation and submitting of opinions on new 
products of synthetic character. 

(e) Preparation of material to furnish 
ammunition for a drive on conflicting local 
laws. 

(f) Supply authentic information for ar- 
gument to combat unfair legislation.

(g) Take up the matter of interpreta- 
tion of existing Department of Agriculture, 
Federal Trade Commission, and other reg- 
ulations and rulings and get definite de- 
cisions. 

(h) To furnish instructions on all ques- 
tions of doubt or indecision. 

(i) To straighten out the matter of 
adulteration and provide tolerance. 

(j) To do research and furnish informa- 
tion relative to complaints by consumers. 

(k) To carry on an educational pro- 
gram by radio and advertising material. 

(1) The plan should include a perma- 
nent exhibit of accepted products, an in- 
spection service and a central filing sys- 
tem; a library available to members, 
mailing lists, and affiliation with recog- 
nized universities engaged in reasearch. 


No action was taken with reference 


to this proposal.

General Demand Continues Dull—Lower Calcium Acetate Price 
Causes Reduction in Acetic Acid Schedule—Technical Tannic 
Acid Higher—Saltcake Firm—Soda Silicofluoride Quiet 


Business in the market for industrial 
chemicals continued quiet during the 
week just closed. The dull character of 
the call was taken as indicating that 
manufacturing consumers of chemicals 
were utilizing inventories accumulated 
during September, with the failure of 
business to experience the usual sea- 
sonal betterment after Labor Day. In- 
asmuch as consumers have been buy- 
ing close to actual requirements, trade 
sentiment tended toward the belief 
that this dull state of affairs will be 
short-lived, judging from the volume of 
business already on the books for 
fourth quarter delivery. Changes in the

market included a decline in the lime 
acetate and acetic acid and in certain 
tin derivatives and a further rise in 
technical tannic acid. 

Reports from the steel industry were 
to the effect that operations were lower 
and that the automobile industry was 
on a moderate production scale. The 
textile industry continued to adhere to 
hand-to-mouth buying. The slight in- 
crease in anhydrous tetrachloride of tin 
was caused by an increase in the basic 
product. Saltcake continued firm. Soda 
silicofluoride was dull. Manganese ore 
and tungsten derivatives were strictly 
nominal in price. Sulphuric acid con- 
tinued firm. Antimony metal was slow. 

Alums.—There was a fair demand in 
the market for commercial and iron- 
free sulphate throughout the week just 
ended. Usual consumers were covering 
for immediate production wants only. 
There was a fair demand for ammonia 
and potash alums, prices displayed a 
steady tone. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous.—A _ decidedly 
firm tone prevailed in this direction 
throughout the period under review, 
the movement was considered fairly 
good for this period of the year. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—This market pre- 
sented little change from recent weeks, 
buyers were adhering strictly to the 
procedure of covering for immediate 
production wants only. ; 

Ammoniac, Sal.—Shipments were 
moving out at a favorable pace to the 
galvanizers, the battery trade and other 
routine consumers. Prices were de- 
cidedly firm at the levels in force pre- 
viously. 

Ammonia Sulphocyanide.—This mar- 
ket continued to experience an irregu- 
lar call throughout the week. No change 
was disclosed in quotations. 

Antimony. — Business in the market 
for antimony metal continued quiet 
during the week, sellers reported prices 
were without change. 

Antimony Oxide. — The ceramic 
trade continued to order out supplies 
at an irregular pace during the week. 
However, the market retained a de- 
cidedly firm appearance, for the basic 
metal was in a firm position. 

Arsenic. — The market for white ar- 
senic continued quiet during the week, 
prices displayed a ftrm tone. There was 
little to report in the market for red 
arsenic, but the relative quiet failed to 


have an influence on the market price- 
wise. 

Barium Salts.—A firm tone was noted 
in the market for hydrate and nitrate of 
barium, demand being fairly good at 
times. There was a fair call for barium 
chloride, and prices for barium carbon- 
ate ruled at the levels in effect pre- 
viously. 

Blue Vitriol. — Shipments were mov- 
ing against contracts at a good pace 
throughout the week. No change was 
disclosed in quotations. Sellers reported 
that shipments in September made a 
favorable comparison with the same 
month a year ago. 

Calcium Acetate.—Price was reduced 
15c. per 100 pounds, making the new 
schedule $2.10 per 100 pounds. 

Calcium Chloride.—Although the de- 
mand side of the market was a rather 
quiet affair during the week, sellers 
reported quotations were decidedly 
firm. The firm character of the price 
tone could be attributed to the fair 
volume of business already on the 
books for fourth quarter delivery. 

Copper.—A good amount of interest 
was shown in this product during the 
week. Drastic reduction of %c. a 
pound in the custom refinery buying 
price for scrap copper put in effect 
this morning has not “scared” out any 
great tonnage from scrap dealers hands 
into those of custom smelters. Holders 
of scrap copper have been virtually 
out of the market as sellers since the 
latter parf of last week, or more par- 
ticularly since Thursday when two cuts 
of %c. a pound each in refinery buying 
price for scrap were put in effect. It 
is the opinion of many that scrap deal- 
ers feel that they can secure better 
prices for their material if held than 
if disposed of at present time. Failure 
of sharp break in the London electro- 
lytic copper price, and subsequent re- 
duction in serap prices here, to bring 
out any heavy flow of scrap copper to 
custom smelters has tended to import 
some measure of relief to the copper 
industry. In this connection it is point- 
ed out, that a large outflow of scrap 
copper to the customs field could cre- 
ate a top-heavy postion for smelters, 
and if a market for their intake in re- 
fined form could not be _ obtained 
abroad, such metal would have to find 
a price level here at which it could 
be disposed. Generally custom smelt- 
ers have been matching or even going 
below London electrolytic equivalents 
in naming their buying price for scrap 
as today’s electrolytic wire bar figure 
of 12.95c. a pound c.if. European base 
ports, compares with 12'c. a pound. 
Refined price equivalent of current 1lc. 
a pound figure for No. 1 heavy copper 
wire scrap. 

Copperas.—This market noted a fair 
demand again last week. No change 
was disclosed in quotations. Steel 
operations for the week were scheduled 
at 76.1 percent capacity, against 80.4 
percent in the previous week. A month 
ago the rate was 83.8 percent. At this 
time last year operations were on the 
basis of 74.4 percent. 

Fluorspar.—A _ decidedly firm tone 
prevailed in this market again last 
week, the firmness in the price tone 
resulting from the limited supply on 
hand. Stocks have been withdrawn 
consistently in large quantities since 
the start of the year by the steel in- 
dustry, which has been operating at a 
relatively high level. 

Manganese Ore.—This market was 
much the same as in the preceding 
period, stocks were scarce and prices 
were strictly nominal. The shortage 
has been attributed to sold up condi- 
tion of the foreign market, as well as 
a heavy drain on supplies by the steel 
industry here. 

Nickel Salt.—A fair buying move- 
ment was noted in this market at times 
during the week. No change was dis- 
closed in prices. The plating trade was 
withdrawing supplies for nearby pro- 
duction requirements. 

Potash, Carbonate.—Shipments were 
moving out at a fair pace throughout 
the week, the textile trade and other 
routine consumers supplied the call. 
Prices were firm. 

Potash, Caustic.—This product was in 
good demand again last week; the call 
came from usual buyers. Prices were 
well maintained.

r concerns were engaged in 
sulphate deposits in 
Canad ‘hree other concerns were in 
the experimental stage: and several 
others were being planned to operate 
the Canadian deposits. Two of the four 
operating concerns were wholly or 
partly owned by United States com- 
panies. The mining and drying opera- 
tions employed in Canada are similar 
to those used in the United States, and 
the product is similar in composition 
to the natural salt cake produced in 
this country. The Canadian product is 
used the sulphate pulp, glass, and 
chemica! industries, and to some ex- 
tent in the refining of nickel. 
Imports into Canada from the United 
States have declined sharply in recent 
years, because of the increased produc- 
tion of cake in Canada, the im- 
position of a tariff duty on imports 
into Canada, and the decreased output 
of chemical salt cake in the United 
States. In 1932, the Canadian Govern- 
ment imposed a tariff duty of $12 per 
short ton (equivalent to 144 percent ad 
valorem on the basis of actual imports 
into Canada in that year) on imports of 
crude sodium sulphate, theretofore free, 
from all non-British countries; imports 
from British countries continued to en- 
ter free of duty. In the same year, the 
Canadian Government imposed a spe- 
cial excise tax of 3 percent ad valorem 
on all goods imported into Canada, in- 
cluding salt cake (subsequently re- 
moved on imports from British coun- 
tries). The excise tax did not apply 
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50% and 75% Strengths 


A sparkling, crystal clear liquid 
whose purity has established a new 
high standard never attained here- 
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to goods produced within Canada. The 
specific duty of $12 per short ton on 
crude salt cake imported from non- 
British countries and the 3 percent ex- 
cise tax on imports from non-British 
countries remain in effect at the pres- 
ent time. The small importations into 
Canada of salt cake in recent years 
have come principally from the United 
Kingdom. 

At present there is a small border 
trade in salt cake between the United 
States and Canada. In 1936 Canada im- 
ported 4,601 short tons of salt cake, 
valued at $36.000 from the United 
States. This salt cake originated in the 
North Atlantic and North Central 
States and was marketed in the adja- 
cent region in Canada which is farther 
from the Canadian source of supply in 
Saskatchewan than from the United 
States. In the same year Canada ex- 
ported 6,589 short tons of salt cake, 
valued at $46,000 to the United States. 
The Canadian exports originated in 
Saskatchewan and were marketed in 
the State of Minnesota where the do- 
mestic sulphate pulp producers are 
nearer to the Saskatchewan deposits 
than to the domestic sources of chemi- 
cal salt cake. 

Soda Ash.—Contract shipments were 
moving out at a fairly good pace during 
the week, the call coming from usual 
channels of consumption. Prices were 
well held. 

Soda, Caustic.—This market continued 
to experience a fair demand during the 
week. No change was disclosed in quo- 
iations. 

Soda Chlorate.—Business in this mar- 
ket was quiet during the week. No 
change was disclosed. July imports 
amounted to 748,668 pounds. valued at 
$27,657, of which France shipped 548.668 
pounds, and Germany 200,000 pounds. 


Soda Cyanide.—The plating trade 
continued to withdraw a fair amount 
of material against contracts. Prices 
were unchanged. July imports 
amounted to 3,490,528 pounds, valued 
at $348,320, of which France shipped 
132,000 pounds; Germany, 606,166 
pounds; Netherlands, 165,000 pounds; 
67,200 pounds; Canada, 
2,427,110 pounds, and Japan, 93,052 
pounds. 

Soda Hydrosulphite.—Business here 
continued at a good pace, and prices 
were unchanged. July imports of soda 
hydrosulphite and compounds amounted 
to 82;407 pounds, valued at $9,405, of 
which~ Czechoslovakia consumed 41,887 
pounds; Germany, 1,850 pounds: Swit- 
zerland, 7,950 pounds, and United King- 
dom, 30,720 pounds. 


Soda Silicofluoride—A slow demand 
was noted in this product during the 
week, prices were unchanged. 

Soda Sulphate, Anhydrous.—This prod- 
uct continued to enjoy a good demand 
throughout the week. Prices displayed 
a firm tone. July imports consisted 
of 572 tons, valued at $12,741, the ma- 
terial came from Germany. 

Soda Sulphide.—Interest in this mar- 
ket was concerned with material for 
nearby needs. No change was uncov- 
ered in quotations. July imports 
amounted to 905,252 pounds, valued at 
$17,788, of which Belgium shipped 
151,677 pounds and Germany, 753,575 
pounds.

Salts.—Anhydrous tetrachloride 
was lower, reflecting a lower 
basic metal. Acording to the Interna- 
tional Tin Research and Development 
Council, world production of tin fell 
from 17,100 tons in June to 15,900 tons 
in July of the current year, while 
world consumption decreased from 
14,990 tons to 14.700 tons. In the 12 
months ended July, 1937, world con- 
sumption increased by nearly 12 per- 
cent over the consumption for the pre- 
ceding 12 months.

Nitric.—Business in this market was 
fairly good throughout the week.

Oxalic.—Conditions in this market 
were relatively unchanged from recent 
weeks. quotation were steady to firm. 

Sulphuric.—A firm tone governed the 
activities in this market again last 
week. No change was disclosed. Steel 
mill operations were lower and other 
industries consuming this product were 
at unseasonal levels, but the volume 
was sufficient to give the market a 
firm undercurrent. There are 74 works 
registered in England and Wales to 
manufacture sulphuric acid by the 
chamber process; there are a further 
52 works registered to manufacture 
concentrated acid, and of these 52 six 
manufacture acid by the contact proc- 
ess alone, from which it follows that 80 
firms manufacture acid in one way or 
another-in England and Wales. It also 
follows that 46 other firms concentrate 
acid in some way, either by the con- 
tact process, or boiling up of acid made 
by the chamber process. In Scotland. 
the total manufacturers of acid are 11 
by the chamber and one by the contact 
processes, and in Ireland 10 by the 
chamber process. The foregoing figures 
are approximately 55 or 60 percent of 
the figures which applied for 1910. The 
decline in number, however, is more 
than counterbalanced by the size of the 
works and the total capacity for manu- 
facture, which has considerably in- 
creased. A table showing British pro- 
duction, with details of the form of sul- 
phur used for the past twenty years is 
available to interested American firms 
in the Chemical Division of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Washington. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 22.—The demand for 
sulphuric acid appears to be about as ac- 
tive as it has been, and it is still declared 
by producers to be difficult for intending 
buyers to find stocks in any volume, de- 
spite the additions to the output in con- 
sequence of the opening here of a new 
plant. This latter, by the way, has not yet 
attained maximum production, with ad-

Insecticides 


The market for agricultural insecti- 
cides continued quiet. Restrictions on 
the movement of fruits and vegetables 
under the Japanese beetle quarantine 
regulations were removed for the sea- 
son on September 22, the Secretary of 
Agriculture announced. Restrictions on 
cut flowers, however, remain in force 
through October 15. Under the quaran- 
tine regulations, certificates showing 
freedom from Japanese beetle are re- 
quired until] October 15 on interstate 
shipments of certain kinds of fruits and 
vegetables from the entire regulated 
area and on interstate shipments of 
fruits and vegetables of any kind via 
refrigerator car or motor truck from 
certain sections of the regulated area. 
However, this new order releases the 
fruits and vegetables from that require- 
ment more than three weeks earlier 
than is provided in the regulations. In- 
spection of fruits and vegetables is 
necessary only during the period when 
adult beetles are in active flight. There 
is no risk that such products will carry 
the Japanese beetle after this active 
period. which is now apparently over 
throughout the regulated area. During 
the last few days the Department’s in- 
spectors have found no beetles in fruits 
and vegetables. There is still danger. 
however, that the adult beetles may be 
transported in cut flowers. Therefore. 
the interstate move- 
ment of cut flowers and other parts oi 
plants will remain in full force and 
effect throughout October 15. Restric- 
tions on the movement of nursery, or- 
namental, and greenhouse stock and all 
other plants (‘except cut flowers and 
portions of plants without roots and free 
from soil) are in force throughout the 
year and are not affected by this 
amehdment.

William A. Sailer, for mamy years

tee. died in the Union Memorial hos- 
pital, Baltimore, September 19. He was 
seventy-five years old. 

Born in Paulsboro, N. J., Mr. Sailer 
received early education in the public 
schools of Swedesboro, N. J., and then 
went to St. Louis, Mo., where he con- 
tinued his courses in the Central High 
School until forced to return to his 
eastern home by the death of his 
father. He became a clerk in the drug 
store of George Hamilton, and after a 
few years turned salesman, first for 
G. G. Green, Woodbury, N. J.; then 
for J. W. Campion & Co., Philadelphia, 
and next for John Wyeth & Brother, 
Philadelphia. Meantime Mr. Sailer at- 
tended a course of lectures in (the 
Medico-Chirurgical College of Philadel- 
phia, and took a special night course at 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 
In 1894 he was promoted to sales man- 
ager for the Wyeth organization, and 
in 1896 was made general manager, re- 
maining in that post until 1909, when 
he became secretary and general man- 
ager of the Sharp & Dohme company, 
and a director and one of the largest 
stockholders. 

Mr. Sailer was also a director in the 
Wyeth company, the Davis & Lawrence 
Company, and the Winchester Manu- 
facturing Company. His home was in 
Roland Park, a suburb of Baltimore, 
where he was for two terms president 
of the Baltimore Drug Exchange and 
for years a member of the executive 
committee of that body. 

During the prohibition era Mr. Sailer 
was chairman of the Alcohol Trade Ad-

Dr. Wilfred Newsome Stull, vice- 
president of the Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works, St. Louis, in charge of opera- 
tions and research, and a director of 
the company, died September 17 of a 
heart ailment complicated with pneu- 
monia, in Brunswick, Me., where he had 
been spending part of the Summer. He 
was sixty-one years old.

He was 
first research chemist in St. Louis, and 
then for some years was in charge of 
the company’s Jersey City plant, where 
he installed modern methods and many 
new processes. In 1911 he was called 
back to the St. Louis plant and put in 


charge of all operations at the hom 
plant as well as the Jersey City plant, 
and since that time had acted as chemi-

research. In 1922 he was made a di- 
rector of the corporation, and several 
years later was elected a vice-president.

Business in the market for coaltar 
chemicals continued active throughout 
the week just ended. Benzol and phe- 
nol continued in broad demand, a 
heavy export movement being in evi- 
dence. Cresylic acid was decidedly 
firm. Progress was reported in writing 
1937-38 refined naphthalene contracts. 
Coal tar intermediates and colors noted 
a steady to firm tone. Refined an- 
thranilic acid was advanced, 

Benzol demand was heavy again last 
week, domestic consumers continued to 
order out substantial quantities, and the 
buying for export account was also 
heavy. Considerable interest was 
shown in the reports from the steel in-

dustry to the effect that operations for 
the week were estimated at 76.1 percent 
of capacity, against 80.4 percent in the 
preceding week, the estimate being 
furnished by the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. A month ago the rate 
was 83.8 percent and at this time last 
year operations were on the basis of 
74.4 percent, while the rate for the 
same period in 1935 was 48.9 percent. 
Iron Age reported that the readjust- 
ment in operations was caused by de- 
pletion in backlogs, and unless business 
improves more rapidly than it has in 
the last two or three weeks, a further 
drop in the ingot production rate for 
the country in indicated.

Phenol shipments were for full con- 
tract allotments, the domestic demand, 
which has been broad over recent 
months, continues to be accentuated by 
a heavy export call. Refined naphtha- 
lene prices were firm. That refined 
naphthalene have been renewed could 
be attributed to the fact that the 
higher production costs in one direc- 
tion has been offset by a slight reduc- 
tion of operating costs in another direc- 
tion, making it possible for refiners to 
renew prices. Cresylic acid demand 
was good. Creosote oil was steady. 
Phthalic anhydride buying continues at 
a good pace. Betanaphthol was firm. 
Anilin oil noted a’ good buying move- 
ment. Shipments of coal-tar products 
from the United States to Alaska dur- 
ing the 12 months ending June, 1937, 
fell to 326,825 pounds and rose in value 
to $12,385 from shipments of 384,031 
pounds valued at $11,534 during the 
fiscal year of 1936. Increase in price 
for anthronilic acid was caused by high 
production costs. 


Basie Products 


Benzol.—A heavy demand continued 
to be noted in this market throughout 
the week. Manufacturing consumers 
were ordering out sizable commitments, 
together with a heavy export being 
noted. Steel operations for the week 
were scheduled at 76.1 percent of ca- 
pacity, against 80.4 percent a week ago, 
a drop of 5.3 percent. A month ago 
the rate was 83.8 percent. At this time 
last year operations were on the basis 
of 74.4 percent, an increase of 1.9 points, 
or 2.6 percent over the preceding week, 
while the rate for the like 1935 week 


was 48.9 percent, a gain of 1.2 percent. 
Consumption of crude rubber by manu- 
facturers in the United States during 
August was estimated at 41,456 long 
tons, which compares with 43,650 long 
tons during July. August consumption 
shows a decrease of 5 percent under 
July and is 11.4 percent under August 
a year ago according to the Rubber 
Manufacturers Association. Consump- 
tion for August, 1936, was 46,777 long 
tons. Gross imports of crude rubber 
for August amounted to 48,785 long 
tons, an increase of 24.7 percent over 
the July figure of 39,108 long tons. 
Domestic stocks of crude rubber on 
hand August 31 amounted to 171,052 
long tons, which compares with July 31 
of 164,445 long tons and 230,167 tons on 
hand August 31,1936. August reclaimed 
rubber consumption was estimated at 
14,670 long tons, production, 15,289 tons, 
stocks on hand at the end of August, 
18,299 tons. 

Carbazole.—Demand continued irre- 
gular throughout the period under re- 
view, sellers were holding firmly to 
previous prices. 

Cresol.—A substantial buying move- 
ment was reported in this market again 
last week, disinfectant manufacturers 
and other usual consumers were with- 
drawing full contract allotment. Prices 
displayed a firm tone at the levels in 
effect in the previous period. 

Creosote Oil—Shipments were mov- 
ing against contracts at a good pace 
throughout the period under review, 
the call came from routine channels of 
consumption and sellers reported the 
market displayed a decidedly firm price 
tone. 

Cresylic, Acid.—Demand from _ the 
synthetic resin industry broadened dur- 
ing the period under survey, the call 
from the routine consumers resulting 
in a movement of material against con- 
tract sufficient to give the market a de- 
cidedly firm price appearance. Prices 
were in conformity with the schedule 
in effect in the preceding period. 

Naphthalene.—The pivot of activity 
in this market was the writing of 1937 
contracts for refined naphthalene. Sub- 
stantial progress was said to have been 
made in renewing business. It was 
pointed out that while the price for 
crude naphthalene might be slightly 
lower when compared with the same 
period a year ago, costs for the produc- 
tion of refined naphthalene have gone 
upward in other direction, thus making 
it possible for sellers to renew quota- 
tions. Little business was noted in the 
market for crude naphthalene, most 
consumers apparently awaiting more 
definite signs of the trend business will 
assume in 1938 before covering. 


Phenol.—A heavy buying movement 
continued in prominence in this market 
again last week. Prices appeared firm 
at the levels of the previous period. 
The call came from the synthetic resin 
makers, the dyestuffs intermediate man- 
ufacturers, as well as for export ac- 
count. Synthetic phenol was not pro- 
duced in Germany until recently. In 
order to relieve the National shortage 
caused largely by increased consump- 
tion for manufacturing synthetic resins, 
production of synthetic phenol from 
benzol is now in operation. There are 
three plants in Germany producing 
synthetic phenol, one of which has a 
daily output of five metric tons. An 
unofficial estimate places Germany’s 
total production of phenol in 1936 at 
around 9,000 metric tons, according to 
the United States consul at Frankfort- 
on-Main. 

Pyridin.—A decidedly firm tone was 
in evidence in this market again last 
week. Shipments were moving against 
contracts at a satisfactory pace. No 
change was disclosed in quotations. 

Solvent Naphtha.—Buying of indus- 
trial water white solvent naphtha con- 
tinued good, prices displayed a firm 
tendency. There was little to report in 
the market for high flash naphtha, de- 
mand being fair and quotations were 
firm. 

Toluol.—Demand continued to main- 
tain a good pace throughout the week. 
Prices were decidedly firm.  Indica- 
tions were that the automobile industry 
would produce about 30,000 units dur- 
ing the week, the low point for the

Gasoline Jobbers Want 

Larger Alcohol Quotas 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1937. 

A request that gasoline jobbers be 
permitted to purchase denatured alco- 
hol in tankear lots has been made to the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue by Paul 
Hadlick, secretary of the National Oil 
Marketers Association. 

Mr. Hadlick stated that. since dis- 
tillers are permitted to ship in tankears 
to their bulk plants or fommission 
agents, there is no reason why legiti- 
mate jobbers with proper unloading fa- 
cilities should not be permitted to re- 
ceive tankcar shipments withcut the 
subterfuge of becoming commission 
agents. He suggested that a permit 
system under which receivers of tank- 
car shipments of denatured alcohol 
would keep the same records as dis- 
tillers would protect the revenue of the 
government and prevent diversion to 
illegal uses.

Congo and Batavia Dammar Gums Advance Sharply—Antimony

Sharp increases in prices for Batavia 
dammar and Congo copal gums were 
outstanding among last week’s price 
developments. All but few of the 
twenty-eight gradings of Congo gum 
were advanced in price and all the 
important gradings of Batavia gum 
moved higher. Other price develop- 
ments during the week included rises 
in derivatives of antimony, cadmium 
and tungsten. The antimony derivative 
was antimony white pigment; the cadium 
derivatives were red and yellow cadium 
lithopones; and the tungsten derivatives 
were the tungstated colors used by the 
ink makers, 


The widespread number of price in- 
creases in the natural resin group was 
prefaced for a few weeks by cabled 
reports of strengthening market condi-

tions in the foreign supplying markets. 
Recent advices had indicated that the 
gum receipts from the interior were 
light and stocks at the shipping centers 
had been dwindling. 

A surprising reduction in the price 
of lead Friday afternoon was accom- 
panied by a reduction in the car lot 
and l.c.l. prices for dry red lead, 
litharge and orange mineral. 

Rosin and turpentine were quiet in 
Southern and local markets last week, 
but the tone appeared to be steadier. 
Consumption of rosin in important in- 
dustries was said to be holding up well 
and stocks in the hands of many con- 
sumers were believed to be light or 
moderate. Receipts continued liberal, 
but there was no pressure of offerings 
in primary markets. 

All types of building construction ac- 
tivity increased in August, according to 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins. 
“Reports received by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics from 1,456 cities with a 
population of 2,500 or more, indicate 
that the value of new non-residential 
construction for which permits were 
isued during the month was 12 percent 
above the July level,” she said. “Smaller 
increases are indicated in permits is- 
sued for new residential construction 
and for additions, alterations, and re- 
pairs to existing structures. The total 
value of all classes of construction for 
which permits were issued in August 
was 6 percent higher than in the month 
preceding. 

“Compared with the same month of 
last year, the total value of building 
permits issued in August shows a de- 
crease of 4 percent. This decline was 
due entirely to a reductiow of 23 per- 


cent in the value of new residential 
construction, as an increase of 25 per- 
cent is indicated in expenditures for 
new non-residential construction, and a 
gain of 3 percent in the value of per- 
mits issued for additions, alterations, 
and repairs. 

“For the first eight months of 1937. 
the aggregate value of all classes of 
building construction for which permits 
were issued in these cities amounted to 
$1,142,359,000, an increase of 15 percent 
over the corresponding period of 1936. 


Metallic Lead and Zine 


Pig lead prices broke here Friday 
afternoon after a week of very dull 
trading. The market moved down 4c. 
per pound to the basis of 6.25c. to 6.30c. 
per pound at New York. The East 
St. Louis price moved down to 6.10c. 
per pound. The reduction in the price 
was an unexpected one and was the 
first change in several weeks. Pro- 
duction of lead throughout the world 
in August amounted to 158,373 tons 
compared with 156,583 in July, accord- 
ing to the American Bureau of Metal 
Statistics. The output in the United 
States last month was 42,600 tons. 
against 42,480 in July. For the first 
eight months of this year total world 
production was 1,211,685 tons.

Pigments 


Prices for antimony white pigments 
were advanced a full cent per pound 
last week. Other materials in the 
opaque pigment group were unchanged 
in price. Contract buyers of whité 
lead were taking out their full com- 
mitments under the protection against 
the price increase of a few weeks back. 
Contract buyers of the high lead 
strengtla leaded zinc oxides were not 
more than mildly active, however. As 
reported in the late market summary of 
last week’s issue, corroders of white 
lead were now accepting orders for 
fourth quarter business; previously 
these sellers were not booking beyond 
the end of this month.

shortage and high cost of tungsten has 
forced a sharp increase in the price of 
tungstated color for the ink trade. 

Cadmium Reds.—Prices advanced 6c. 
per pound on all shades and the new 
schedule for less than 2,000 pound 
quantities is as follows:—Light, in kegs, 
86c. per pound and 8lc. per pound in 
barrels; medium light, 9lc. kegs and 86c. 
in barrels; medium, 96c. in kegs and 
9lc. in barrels; deep, $1.01 in kegs and 
96c. in barrels; and maroon shade, $1.11 
per pound in kegs and $1.06 per pound 
in barrels. Prices for single shipments 
of 2,000 pounds or more are 5c. per 
pound below the aforementioned sched- 
ule. The prices are f.o.b. producing 
point, freight allowed. This marked the 
initial change in prices since June 15. 

Cadmium Yellow.— Prices on all 
shades, including primrose, lemon, 
golden and orange, were also advanced 
6c. per pound to the basis of 56c. per 
pound in barrels and 6lc. per pound in 
kegs for quantities less than 2,000 
pounds. Single shipments of 2,000 
pounds or more are 5c. per pound 
cheaper. These quotations were also 
f.o.b. producing point with freight al- 
lowed on quantities of 100 pounds or 
more. 

Carbon Black.—The movement has 
not shown more than mild improve- 
ment during the past few weeks. Prices 
continued in a steady position at the 
levels that have been in force all year. 

French Ocher.—As_ reported  pre- 
viously, the decline of the French franc 
in international exchange has not af- 
fected the position of this material here 
as the foreign suppliers have billed the 
importers here in dollars for some time 
past. 

Tungstate Colors.—The shortage and 
high cost of the metal. which is mainly 
imported from China. has resulted in 
some sharp price advances in the 
tungstated colors. Phosphotungstic 
rhodamine Y was now quoted at $4.15 
per pound, an advance of 65c. per pound. 
New prices on other tungstated colors 
were as follows:—Brilliant green, $3.75 
per pound; emerald, $2.60 per pound; 
peacock blue, $4 per pound: Victoria 
blue, $3.85 per pound; and permanent 
violet toner, $2.10 per pound. 


Varnish Gums 


Marked increases in the prices for 
Batavia dammar gums, a widespread 
advance in most of the Congo copal 
gradings, an advance in Singapore 
dammar chips and a mark up in the 
price of Manila WS grading supplied 
the natural gum market with its sharp- 
est and most enveloping price move- 
ment in many months. The recent ad- 
vices from abroad which had been in- 
dicating price strength on the small 
amount of materials coming from the 
interior country broke through the 
surface of the market last week when 
the cables from the replacement mar- 
ket quoted the higher prices. 

Copals.—Manila WS was advanced 
%c. per pound to the basis of 834c. per 
pound. Other changes were in the 
Congo group and the basic prices were as 
follows:—No. 2, 31%c., up 34c.: 4, 203¢c.,

Synthetic Resins 


Current production trends indicate a 
1937 output of synthetic resins in Ger- 
many at around 45,000 metric tons, an 
increase over the 1936 trade estimate of 
some 32,000 tons. In 1933 output of 
molding resins amounted to some 8.000 
metric tons and by 1935 had increased 
to 25,000 metric tons valued at around 
35,000,000 marks. Data regarding cer- 
tain German organic plastics with spe- 
cial reference to synthetic resins are 
discused in a recent report entitled 
“Immense Expansion of German Syn- 
thetic Resin Production” on file in the 
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and Domestic Commerce. 


Naval Stores 


Southern and local markets for rosin 
and turpentine were rather quiet last 
week so far as new business was con- 
cerned. Consumption of rosin in the 
paper and soap industries is said to 
have increased to some extent recently, 
but this found no reflection last week 
in the volume of new business closed 
in primary and local centers. The tone 
in the South appeared to be steadier. 
however, and there was a disposition 
in some quarters to take a rather more 
optimistic view of the outlook for busi- 
ness and prices. In the case of rosin, 
holdings among important consumers, it 
is contended, are in not a few instances, 
comparatively light, and some improve- 
ment in demand is anticipated during 
the next few months unless develop- 
ments in political and labor affairs 
should prove to be of a disturbing and 
discouraging nature. 

Meantime there is a tendency to scale 
down estimates of production for the 
season and in some circles where pre- 
dictions were heard early in the Sum- 
mer of an increase in the output as 
compared with last season of from 10 
to 15 percent. the indications are now 
regarded as siaitas to a production no 
larger than last year, with the pos- 
sibility that it may prove to be some- 
what smaller. More than half of the 
output for the current naval stores year 
is believed by some to have been ac- 
counted for and it is argued that a 
tapering off in the movement from the 
interior to the primary centers may be 
witnesed at an earlier date than had 
been expected unless prices rise to a 
level considerably above that now pre- 
vailing. 

According to consular advices from 
Bordeux, the domestic demand _ in 
France for turpentine and rosin during 
July was light and the volume of sales 
of both products for the month was be- 
low normal for this period of the year. 
Weather conditions for this year’s crop 
were very good. Hot dry weather in- 
creased the flow of crude gum. The 
fourth dip was completed and deliv- 
ered to the stills. Several large areas 
of French maritime pines were de- 
stroyed by forest fires, but it was not 
believed that production would be di- 
minished as many of the trees were 
young. It was reported that large 

stocks of turpentine were on hand at 
the stills, while stocks of rosin were 
not considered important. July exports 
of turpentine were 38 metric tons as 
compared with 33 metric tons exported 
during July, 1936. Rosin exports 
amounted to 2.456 metric tons as 
against 2,655 metric tons for the corre- 
sponding months of 1936. 

Turpentine.—The local market had a 
steadier tone, but aside from this the 
situation lacked features of interest. 
The inquiry was generally limited to 
comparatively small quantities, many 
consumers and dealers still being dis- 
inclined to purchase in advance of 
current needs. Changes in prices were 
within moderate limits. Receipts in 
Southern markets continued liberal, as 
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weather conditions were generally fa- 
vorable for production and marketing. 
There were rumors of a somewhat bet- 
ter foreign inquiry following the re- 
cent decline in the price to the lowest 
points recorded in many years.

Lacquer Materials 


Business in the market for lacquer 
materials continued at a fair pace 
throughout the week just closed. Prices 
were firm. Reports from the automobile 
industry stated that operations this 
week will result in an output approxi- 
mately 30,000 units, the smallest week 
on record for the year. The low 
operating ratio could be explained by 
the fact that some producers were fin- 
ishing up on 1937 models. The fact 
that the automobile show will be held 
during the fourth quarter of the year 
was expected to result in 1938 models 
being produced to the extent of 1,000,- 
000 or more units for that quarter. 
Tricresyl phosphate continued to dis- 
play a decidedly firm tone, the firm 
tone resulted from the substantial call 
for the product, together with continu- 
ance of a firm tone in the basic product. 


Butyl Alcohol.—A favorable inquiry 
was reported in this market again last 
week. No change was reported in 
prices. By order in council stated 
September 1, 1937, butyl alcohol when 
imported for use in Canadian manufac- 
tures, is accorded entry free of customs 
duty from countries until February 28, 
1938.

The firmer tone was regarded as 
a reflection of a stronger copra situ- 
ation, offerings of that product being 
reported as light everywhere. There 
was no change in refined oil quotations, 
but the tone of the market appeared 
to be somewhat firmer. 

Corn.—Crude was reported as quiet 
and easy, the downward trend recently 
of other vegetable products making 
consumers disposed to hold off. Quo- 
tations were %c. per pound lower, the 
figure being largely nominal. Refined 
oil was in fair demand and steady. 

Cottonseed.—Edible oil was easier.

pound by domestic refiners. There was 
a somewhat better demand. Imported 
oil continued nominal in the absence 
of offerings. 

Oiticica.x—The market was steady. 
Withe spot supplies small and offerings 
for shipment light, quotations were 
generally nominal. . 

Palm.—Niger oil was in lig'y supply 
and steady. Softs were quiet and easy. 
quotations being shaded about ‘4c. per 
pound. There was a fair inquiry. Ac- 
cording to official statistics, importa- 
tions of palm oil during the ten months 
from October to July were 300.000.000 
pounds, against 270,000.000 pounds in 
the same time last year. 

Perillaa—Demand was _ rather 
but there was no increase in offerings, 
and the market retained a steady tone. 
The first official estimate of the perilla 
seed crop in Manchuria for 1937 is 
273,000,000 pounds, compared with 
324,000,000 pounds in 1936. 

Rapeseed. — Quotations were about 
stationary, the prevailing tone being 
steady. Spot supplies appeared to be 
small, with shipment offerings reported 
as light. Occasional inquiries were 
noted, but prevailing high prices are 
said by some to have curtailed con- 
sumption. Exports of seed from India 
to the United Kingdom and the Con- 
tinent from January 1 to September 8 
were 29,700 tons, against 23,400 tons in 
the same time last year. 

Soybean.—Raw oil was available on 
spot at 7c. per pound in tankcars and 
at 8.lc. to 8.5c. per pound in drums.

Linseed Oil.-The market was a 
rather small affair so far as new busi- 
ness was concerned although occa- 
sional inquiries were noted in some 
quarters. Such transactions as were 
reported, however, were confined to 
small quantities. Crushers were well 
employed with deliveries on contracts 
and the indications seemed to point to 
a steady movement into consuming 
channels for some time to come as con- 
siderable business was closed prior to 
the recent advance in prices. At the 
end of the week quotations remained 
where they stood in the previous period, 
10.4c. being the prevailing figure for 
tankears. 

Advices from outside points reported 
a steady movement into consuming 
channels on unfilled contracts and in 
some cases a fairly active call was 
noted for additional lots. Weather con- 
ditions in many parts of the country 
were favorable for painting and re- 
painting and the consumption of linseed 
oil in such operations apveared to be 
larger than at this time last vear.

Cottonseed Oil.—Trading in refined 
cottonseed oil futures was on a mod- 
erate scale last week and although 
prices showed irregularity. changes 
were not very wide. At one time early 
in the week prices were higher than 
at the close of the previous period ow- 
ing to covering by recent sellers and 
buying for a turn on the long side by 
commission houses and local traders. 
Later on a downward trend developed, 
however, under a renewal of liquida- 
tion, hedging and local selling although, 
as already intimated, pressure was not 
of a very aggressive character. Senti- 
ment among not a few traders still ap- 
peared to be bearish, but strength at 
times in lard futures, persistent com- 
plaints from the cotton belt about the 
quality of the seed and uncertainty as 
to loans to cotton farmers had a ten- 
dency for the time being at least to 
make advocates of lower prices for cot- 
tonseed oil rather cautious. 

Sales of long October were replaced 
in some instances with purchases of the 
Winter and Spring months. Although 
hedge selling was noted at times. press- 
ure from this source was not as great 
as had been expected. Seed prices con- 
tinued to weaken, $18 per ton being 
quoted in sections where $20 was 
named in the previous week. Some at- 
tributed the downward drift of seed to 
the poor quality as a result of pro- 
longed rains. Crushers in some _ in- 
stances were said to have ceased mak- 
ing purchases of seed owing to the ex- 
cessive moisture content. Later in the 
week the weather over many parts of 
the cotton belt was fair and reports 
concerning the seed were more favor- 
able. Sales of crude oil were reported 
in the southeast at 6c. per pound and 
in the southwest at 5%c. per pound. A 
report from Memphis stated that the 
output of the mills was moving readily 
into consumption and that no accumu- 
lation of supplies was apparent. 

The Hull market for cottonseed oil 
again weakened, prices showing a fur- 
ther loss of 1s. to 1s. 6d. per hundred- 
weight. Edible cottonseed oil was re- 
duced 4c. per pound by domestic re- 
finers. Demand for cash lard was fair 
but the foreign inquiry continued to be 
reported as quiet. Stocks of lard in 
Chicago showed a decrease during the 
first half of the current month of 
16.034.079 pounds against a decrease of 
only 735.564 pounds in the same time 
last year. Marketing of hogs continued 
rather light, arrivals in the principal 
western centers for four days of the 
week aggregating 154,200 head against 
192.900 head in the same time last year. 
The weight of the hogs received in Chi- 
cago during the week ended Septem- 
ber 18 averaged 262 pounds, against 265 
pounds in the previous week and 271 
pounds in the week before that.

San Francisco, Sept. 22.—California sar- 
dine oil production and marketing was in 
a complete stalemate last week and will! 
undoubtedly continue that way for at 
least a few more days, if not longer, 
while a report was made public by the 
California Fish & Game Commission that 
on September 17 the fish catch for the 
season was but 45 percent that of last 
season on that date. Several other fac- 
tors were seen, among them that the 
presence of a full moon at the moment 
is further delaying the catch, which will 
probably change the comparative record 
at the end of September to show the in- 
dustry’s production status at something 
like 30 percent that of the season a year 
ago. Another factor which *does not 
augur well for the production is the oil 
yield of the fish, currently running in the 
neighborhood of 36 gallons to the ton, 
against a normal average of better than 
40 gallons. Fishermen have been run- 
ning into schools of small, undeveloped 
fish, the Commission reports, which are 
low in oil content. 

From the start of the season in August 
last year to September 17 there were 48.- 
325 tons of raw sardines turned into the 
shore plants, against 21,901 tons for a like 
period this year. 

These factors have been causing a Gis- 
tinct undertone of uneasiness in the mar- 
ket here relative to oil production, and 
as a result producers are not at ai! 
anxious about selling any further quan- 
tities of oil under the circumstances. 
Taken all in all, considering floating re- 
duction plant operators and shore plants, 
it is estimated that approximately &50 
tankears of oil have been spoken for out 
of the current season's production. The 
market is in a nominal position at the 
moment, bids said to be present on tne 
basis of 35c. per gallon in tankears, wit 
at least one operator stating that he 
wouldn't be interested unless 37c. is men- 
tioned. Sales of course have all been 
consummated on an “if and when pro- 
duced" basis. 

Fishing in the Northwest continues 10 
routine fashion, with the major herring 
production scheduled to close in Alaska 
at the end of this month. 


Baltimore, Sept. 23.—The market fo} 
menhaden oil, often quiescent for long 
periods at a time, took on a unusual spurt 
of animation last week. with the result 
that the fishing companies down the 
Chesapeake Bay entered orders for 35 to 
40 tanks of oil at 35c. per gallon, but al) 
on a when-and-if-made basis. Whether 
these orders can be filled is not at all cer- 
tain, as the fish caught now are vielding 
virtually no oil and the catches are 
small. Not since 1935 have the operations 
of the fleet been so unsatisfactory as at 
present, the fish not only being small, but 
lean. Generally September is a month 
when the schools have had a chance to 
fatten, and the yield runs up to about ten 
gallons per 1,000 fish. At the present time 
it amounts to less than five gallons, and 
even falls below four, so that the pros- 
pect of getting enough oil the balance of 
the season to fill the contract taken is 
rather dubious. Why runs of menhaden 
should be plentiful one year and scarce 
another is a mystery which the closest 
observers are at a loss to explain. There 
is every indication now that the current 
period ‘will prove a real disappointme nt 
to the fleet, and losses are in prospect.

Botanical Drugs, Gums 


Higher Foreign Markets Bring Rise in Spot Prices on Arnica Flowers, 
Horehound, and Dandelion—Rhubarb Up as Stocks 
Shrink—Goldenseal Gains Strength 


More activity in the foreign markets 
for botanical drugs, coupled with a 
strengthening of undertones on spot 
and the development of a rising trend 
in prices, prevailed during the past 
week. Substantial purchases were made 
in the foreign markets for the account 
of local dealers. The general rise of 
such business was not unrelated to the 
recent and substantial losses through 
fire in a local warehouse. Also, the 
tightening of spot prices was further 
evidence of a rise in sales to supply 
requirements of buyers affected by the 
stock losses aforementioned. The gen-

eral undertone of the market was one 
of firmness and competition was held 
within somewhat narrower confines. 
The position of rhubarb root was 
stronger, higher prices prevailing and 
reserve prevailing in quarters still 
holding goods. Arnica flowers also ad- 
vanced sharply on stronger reports 
from abroad and a betterment in local 
demand. Horehound root was higher 
for replacement, as also was dandelion 
and angelica roots. All were advanced 
in value on spot. Goldenseal was up in 
the country and on spot, changing the 
recent trend and confirming the recent 
forecast of higher prices to come. 
Thyme was very scarce at higher limits, 
and cassia buds were practically unob- 
tainable. Uva ursi was lower as the 
result of an increase in spot stocks. 
Late in the week a wave of price ad- 
vances carried aconite and rhatany 
roots, select elm bark, ergot, guarana 
and gamboge to strong price levels.

Balsams 


Copaiba.—The recent strengthening 
of the market was well maintained at 
home and abroad. Prices for replace- 
ment goods were very firm and that 
fact accounted for the absence of much 
competition and the maintenance of 
values on the spot. Demand was rou- 
tine. 

Fir.—Canadian balsam was firm at 
the slightly lower prices noted during 
the previous trading period. Demand 
was about normal, but varied consider- 
ably from day to day. Oregon balsam 
was steady, but demand was compar- 


atively light. 
Barks 


Black Haw.—The tendency of prices 
was still upward because of the lack of 
normal reserves in the primary mar- 
ket and the excellent prospects for 
trade during the coming season. Sellers 
were somewhat reserved. 

Cascara Sagrada.—Demand continued 
to be less than had been hoped for by 
the Pacific Coast producers. Openly, 
prices on the Coast’ were held un- 
changed, but it was intimated that con- 
cessions would develop when firm 
orders were in hand. The stocks ap- 
peared to be ample when compared 
with current demand. 

Cocillana.—More movement to con- 
sumers was noted. The call was along 
seasonal lines and came for those spe- 
cializing in the major production of 
derived products. Prices were firm. 

Elm.—Prices on select bark late last 
week were advanced sharply to the 
basis of 40c. to 4lc. per pound when 
heavier demand in the primary market 
caused holders there to lift their views 
substantially. The situation was quite 
acute. 

Wahoo.—Undertones were fundamen- 
tally firm in keeping with the position 
of the article in the primary market. 
Collections have not been up to nor- 
mal on the whole, although individual 
collectors have done a fair job. Coun- 
try prices were well maintained and 
sellers were somewhat reserved. 


Beans 


St. Ignatius.—Trade was generally ir- 
regular throughout the past week. Only 
jobbing lots moved and not much of a 
volume was established. Prices re- 
mained firm in the absence of much 
competition. 

Vanilla.—Demand has shown a slight 
tendency to broaden. Some sellers re- 
ported a gain in inquiry while others 
found sales to be trending upward. 
Prices were generally very steady on 
spot. Abroad they lacked any signs of 
definite weakness, or even unsettle- 
ment. 


Berries 


Cubeb.—Not better than a fair de- 
mand was generally reported and the 
market as a whole was quiet and con- 
fined within moderate limits. Prices 
were generally steady on spot and com- 
petition was considered to be negli- 
gible. 

Saw Palmetto.—It was felt generally 
that prices might sink further as the 
trend in the primary market has been 
downward toward levels that might be 
considered as approaching a normal 
position after an era of exceptionally 
high levels. Consuming buying was 
inactive; most transactions involved 
dealers here who were replenishing 
their warehouse stocks. 


Flowers 

Arnica.—Spot prices reflected direct- 
ly the firmness of values prevailing 
in the European markets. At the higher 
level of 35c to 36c. per pound they 
also reflected strength developed by 
local conditions related to supply and 
demand. 

Chamemile.—Demand was generally 
active for moderate-sized quantities, 
and to some extent prices seemed to 
have gathered firmness to a degree that 
eventually may mean somewhat higher 
levels. Spot conditions were showing 
signs of improving strength. 

Linden.—A fairly good demand for

Safflower.—No further reduction in 
quotations took place and on the whole 
the market appeared to have steadied 
on the basis of 25c. to 26c. per pound, 
that price being in line with the re- 
placement cost. 


Gums 


Alee.—Prices on Curacao gum were 
higher at 30c, to 3lc. per pound, and 
those on Socotrine gum were also higher 
at 60c. to 62c. Short stocks and high 
replacement costs backed the rise. 

Arabic.—Business flowed to the spot 
in a slightly swifter current last week 
and on the whole the outlook appeared

to have improved moderately. Prices 
were at least firmer, but they lacked 
quotable change on spot and in the pri- 
mary market. 

Asafetida.—Powder was stronger and 
somewhat higher at 55c. to 75c. per 
pound in line with the fact that con- 
ditions made for a firm maintenance of 
recent quotations. The development 
was purely the result of the lack of 
normal offerings. 

Benzoin.—Strictly U.S.P. gum was 
difficult to obtain and unless the stand- 
ards of entry into the country be modi- 
fied, the article is likely to disappear 
entirely from this market. Presence of 
rosin is the trouble production of re- 
jections of arriving merchandise. 

Camphor.—A firmer market was 
noted. More demand, larger volume, 
and a general strengthening of values 
and activity was generally reported 
and the tendency of quotations ap- 
peared to be upward. 

Gamboge.—A substantial tightening of 
the market brought an advance to the 
basis of 75c. to 80c. per pound for pipe 
and 80c. to 85c. for powdered. Stocks 
were none too plentiful, and replace - 
ment costs were up. 

Myrrh.—Fairly good demand was 
current and the market strengthened in 
undertone, but lacked development so 
far as prices were concerned. Compe- 
tition seemed to have lessened. 


Herbs and Leaves 


Belladonna. — Business was fairly 
good. The movement to buyers was 
about normal and there did not appear 
to be any danger of a real shortage 
developing on this market. ~ Values 
abroad were firmer. 

Horehound.—A substantial rise in re- 
placement quotations resulted in spot 
quotations going to the basis of llc. to 
12c. per pound, being supported also by 
the presence of a very good request. 


Digitalis—Inquiry was active and 
about normal. Stocks were none too 
plentiful as substantial quantities have 
been detained on arrival here because 
of a too high moisture content to con- 
form with the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration’s regulations. 

Uva Ursi.—Additions to spot stocks 
led to a further lowering of local quo- 
tations. The market was 12c. to 13c. 
per pound and demand thereat was 
none too active. 

Thyme.—Stocks were short and the 
market continued to show strength in 
all directions. Demand was also per- 
sistent and gave added strength to the 
market as a whole. 


Miscellaneous 


Balm of Gilead.—There are some 
months between now and new crop, but 
it is thought that present supplies will 
suffice if demand does not exceed nor- 
mal call for the article. The market 
was very steady. 

Cantharides.—The expected rise in 
prices on Chinese flies has yet to de- 
velop, possibly because of the absence 
of more than usual request. However, 
values were fully firm and the market 
was sensitive. Russian flies were in 
normal reserve at steady prices—and 
Russian material are U.S.P. 

Ergot.—The market was up to $1.50 to 
$1.55 per pound. The future of Values 
remained to be developed, but recent 
developments have made holders more 
conservative and reserved and they are 
likely to take that position until the 
future develops a definite trend. Local 
stocks were not maintly small. 


Grains of Paradise.—Stocks were not 
excessive and for the most part hold- 
ings were smaller and in generally firm 
hands. Quotations lacked signs of un- 
settlement last week. 

Guarana.—Sharp drop in spot stocks 
brought a severe rise in prices to the 
basis of $1.20 per pound, and demand 
was good at the advance. 

Manna. — The replacement market 
held firm at the recent advance and 
local values were fully maintained 
while displaying a tendency toward 
added rise should demand expand very 
much, 


Roots 


Aconite.— Reduction in spot stocks 
was reported, and sellers revised their 
prices upward to the basis of 35c. to 36c. 
per pound, with demand good. 


Angelica. — Foreign market prices 
have been advanced substantially, and 
spot quotations on natural material 
went to 28c. to 30c. per pound. The 
feeling was that values abroad might 
continue to stiffen as demand was very 
good. 


Dandelion. — The market 


foreign 


prices have risen, strengthening the 


spot and putting quotations minimum 
at 20c. to 21c. per pound. Wider call 
in this market was an expectation al- 
most certain to be realized in the not 
far distant future. 

Golden Seal.—Primary market values 
have been advanced and the spot quo- 
tations rose to $3.10 to $3.15 per pound 
for whole, and to $3.25 to $3.30 for the 
powdered material. This was a re- 
versal of the recent trend, but it was 
also a movement that had‘ been defi- 
nitely forecast in the not far distant 
past—even at the time when quotations 
were actually declining. 

Rhatany.— Quotations strengthened 
and then rose to the basis of 9c. to 10c., 
and substantial sales were made on the 
rise. 

Rhubarb.—Stocks were narrow and 
not readily replaceable in China—al- 
though there was some reason to hope 
that some goods might be despatched 
notwithstanding the war between China 
and Japan. Prices were advanced to 
75c. to 80c. per pound late in the pre- 
vious period; powder went to 80c. to 
85c. The market was sensitive and 
tended toward still higher position. 

Squill—A season interest appeared 
to be growing, but the actual market 
position of the item remained un- 
changed last week. Consumption will 
soon increase, being likely to expand 
during the Winter months. 


Seeds 


Caraway. — A_ fractional advance 
placed prices at 7%¢c. to 734c. per pound 
on the spot, being a development caused 
by purely local conditions. The for- 
eign market held unchanged. 

Celery.—Fractional shading under 
competition set French seed down to 
16%c. to 17¥%c. per pound, and made 
Indian material 14%c. to 15¥%c. This 
followed the recent development of an 
easier undertone and somewhat lower 
prices abroad. 

Mustard.—California brown seed was 
7%4c. to 8Y%4c. per pound, being a trifle 
higher in company with a firmer posi- 
tion of new crop seed available in late 
September. Danish yellow was up a 
fraction to 8%c. to 84%c. These were 
the sole changes in the entire group. 
Business was strictly routine. 

Poppy.—Dutch seed abroad advanced 
and spot went up to 9%c. to 95¢c. per 
pound in sympathy. Polish was strictly 
nominal at 7%c., but should be higher 
based on current views on the value 
of new crop in Poland. 

Sunflower.—A degree of stabilization 
has come to prices on the California 
article, the result of substantial book- 
ing of new crop orders for the account 
of the principal buyers of the item. No 
prices from foreign countries were 
forthcoming. 


Spices 

Cassia.—Buds were higher and strict- 
ly nominal at 22c. per pound; nothing 
was offered, and little was in hand. 
Batavia No. 1 was off slightly to 16%c. 
to 163%4c. per pound. The situation in 
buds was acute and early relief from 
shortage was uncertain. 

Cinnamon.—No. 2 Ceylon was higher 
at 17¥%c. to 17%4c., but the price on No. 
3 remained unchanged. The call was 
fair and the market showed less com- 
petition on the whole. 

Clove.—Madagascar material moved 
in slightly more active manner. Prices 
rose and held at 1l6c. to 16%c. per 
pound. The Zanzibar article was in 
light supply, hard to get at the source, 
and exceptionally firm in price on spot. 

Ginger.—Cochin lemon was higher at 
15l%ec. to 15%c. per pound, being the 
sole change in prices within the group. 
All were firm, and all were subject to a 
fair, but not large, call from buyers for 
distribution. 

Peppers.—Lampong black was shaded 
to 6c. to 6%c. per pound, and the 
white Java Muntok was off to 9%c. to 
10c. Trading was neither broad nor 
active. Buyers were reserved. Even 
the speculators on the Exchange have 
reduced their transactions considerably. 
It was a generally dull market. 

Trading in black pepper futures on 
the New York Produce Exchange from 
September 18 to September 24, inclu- 
sive, comprised 67 contracts, a total of 
2,251,200 pounds. Following is a price

Essential Oils, 
Aromatic Chemicals 


Anise Situation Acute and Nominal Prices Rise—Peppermint Easier 
and Lower in Primary and Spot Markets—Italian 
Lemon Lower—Cassia Very Firm 


The lack ofa demand, normal for the 
essential oil market at this season of 
the year, was responsible for numerous 
declines during the past week. The 
market had a more competitive basis 
and conditions seemed greatly to favor 
those with firm orders to place. In 
contrast with the situation was the spe- 
cial strength noted in oils from China. 
Anise was higher and cassia tended up- 
ward. Both were in nominal position. 

Italian lemon was lowered, as also 
was African orange. Demand for the 
citrous oils was none too active, pass- 
ing of the most active consuming sea-

son of the year having checked the op- 
erations of buyers. Expressed and dis- 
tilled lime oil were also easier at a 
decline with the movement into con- 
sumption being reported as conven- 
tional. 

Peppermint and spearmint were on 
the downward path. Country prices 
had been easing for some time. past and 
local sellers revised their spot prices 
to a position in line with replacement 
costs. Neither of the items moved in 
such volume last week. Sweet almond 
oil was down once more, stocks being 
adequate and sellers being more dis- 
posed to accept reasonable bids of buy- 
ers. Bergamot was higher, but not 
much trading was noted. The move 
brought values to replacement parity. 


Essential Oils 

Almond.—Sweet oil was lower in 
a market notable for greater competi- 
tion. Prices were down to 80c. to 85c. 
per pound. Demand was moderate 
but sufficient to create undertones dis- 
tinctly firm. 

Anise. — Further rise in the strictly 
nominal quotations dn this material 
made the market $1.35 per pound. Sell- 
ers confined sales to regular customers 
and would sell only quantities in line 
with the usual purchases of the buyer. 

Bergamot.—Quotations were advanced 
to $3.85 to $3.90 per pound, bringing 
prices to a basis more in line with the 
replacement cost prevailing for some 
time past. Demand was routine, but the 
market was generally firm in all re- 
spects. 

Bois De Rose. — Stabilized prices and 
market conditions continued to prevail, 
backed by a very fair sized consuming 
request on spot, and a well maintained 
position of the article in the primary 
markets. 

Cajeput. -— Routine request was noted. 
Buyers purchased close to actual re- 
quirements and the business done was 
sufficient to hold undertones firm and 
to keep prices in line with replacement 
values in the primary market. 

Cassia. — No further advance in 
prices took place last week, but the 
situation was one of exceptional firm- 
ness based on the uncertainty concern- 
ing future shipments from the primary 
market. Demand was routine, but about 


normal in terms of the recent move- 
ment to consumers. 

Citronella. — Undertones continued 
to be firm and the market as a whole 
was in steady position under the in- 
fluence of maintained prices in the Far 
East and the presence of a very good 
consumption in this country. 

Clove. — Movement was about normal 
and the market was firm in undertone 
and lacking much in the way of im- 
portant competition between the pro- 
ducers. Raw material costs were firm 
at the source. 

Cubeb. — Raw material was firmer 
and, in some quarters, higher in price 
last week. Oil reacted favorably to the 
situation and the general market posi- 
tion of that material was firm and sub- 
ject to a normal movement to users. 

Dill. — Picklers have bought liberally 
of this item and their rate of consump- 
tion was indicative of requirements 
likely to be sufficiently large to make 
for exceptionally firm prices on oil. 

Erigeron. — Now that the peppermint 
crop is about in, production of this 
article may start in the primary market. 
In view of the decreasing consumption 
of the item, however, it was said last 
week that the output would be con- 
servative in all respects and hence 
prices were likely to hold. 

Eucalyptus. — With shipment of oil 
well sold ahead of arrival here, the 
market has all the aspects of strength 
notable for some time past. Demand 
was very good and a large consumption 
of the material seemed assured during 
the coming Winter. 

Juniper. — Business was ordinarily 
active on spot and the market as a 
whole had a steady undertone with 
prices holding to well stabilized posi- 
tion on spot as well as in the foreign 
markets. 

Lavandin. — Prospects were favorable 
for a steady price position and a nor- 
mal supply of the article in the foreign 
and spot markets during the months 
ahead. Demand was steady, but always 
routine last week. 

Lavender. — Prices were notable for 
stability caused by steady replacement 
prices and very good sale of the article 
in all markets. The annual lavender 
oil sample fair was held September 4 at 
Digne, France. 

Lemon.—lItalian oil continued to de- 
cline and the spot price last week was 
$2.90 to $3.50 per pound depending on 
seller and brand. California oil re- 
mained steady at $2.75 per pound and 
moved in very good volume to manu- 
facturing consumers. New crop _ in- 
fluences seemed to be affecting the 
foreign position of this oil. 


Lime.—Lower prices but moderate 
demand contributed to unsettlement. 
Expressed was quoted $9 to $9.50 per 
pound, and distilled was $5.75 to $6.25. 
Exports from Dominica in 1936 totaled 
9.189 pounds of distilled oil, and 350 
pounds of expressed material. This 
compared with 7,127 pounds and 140 
pounds respectively in 1936. 

Mustard.—An advance in duty as- 
sessed on imports of artificial material 
has produced a market of firmer to 
stronger undertones. Higher prices 
were confidently expected when spot 
stocks shall have been reduced suffi- 
ciently to cause general replacement at 
costs certain to be higher. 

Orange.—The market was. easier. 
African oil was lower at $1.75 to $1.80 
per pound. Italian tended in favor of 
buyers and the general situation was 
subject to considerable unsettlement 
brought to the market by lower re- 
placement costs and decrease in the 
heavier demand notable during the 
Summer months. Exports from Do- 
minica in 1936 totaled but 70 pounds, 
comparing with’1,131 pounds in 1935. 

Pennyroyal.—Values were steadier 
than they had been in the previous 
trading period and the readjustment of 
prices made at that time provided a 
firmer position in general. Movement 
to buyers was about normal. 

Peppermint.—Prices in the middle- 
west continued to ease off and spot quo- 
tations were reduced 5c. to the basis

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of $2.40 to $2.65 per pound for natural, 
and $2.60 to $2.85 for the redistilled ar- 
ticle. As prices fall away. buyers de- 
velop more and more reserve with an 
idea of assisting in decline in values 
by removing buying pressure. 

Pineneedle.— Undertones weve fully 
firm in all respects and as stocks here 
and abroad were conservative, values 
were well maintained and the tendency 
continued to be upward. Interest in 
the material was very good. 

Spearmint.—A weaker market was the 
report general on spot last week but 
although demand was not very brisk 
it steadied prices at the lower level 
of $1.80 to $1.85 per pound. 

Tansy.—A somewhat easier undertone 
was indicative of new crop pressure 
being developed within moderate limits. 
Local quotations were unchanged but 
the tendency was moderately in favor 
of buyers. 

Wermwood.—No further recession in 
price developed last week nor was any 
movement in that direction expected in 
the nearby future. Demand was job- 
bing for the most part but lack of 
greater interest failed to create added 
competition in local circles. 


Aromatic Chemicals 


Acetophenone. — Jobbing business 
was very good. but the larger needs 
of numerous manufacturing consumers 
were not much in evidence during the 
past week. Prices remained in well 
stabilized position. 

Amyl Salicylate. — Although sali- 
cylates have shown the growth of gen- 
eral strength that was in line with 
the recent rise in basic raw material 
prices, this material has not been 
changed, although it was distinctly firm 
last week. 

Anethol. — The raw material situa- 
tion continued to get tighter with prices 
rising and holding a purely nominal 
position because of the small spot stock 
and the uncertainty prevailing on fu- 
ture shipments from the Orient. 

Anisic Aldehyde, — The tendency was 
upward because of the strengthening 
influence of raw material cost and the 


lack of normal stocks of basic material 
on spot and in the primary market. 

Benzyl Benzoate. — Hand-to-mouth 
buying made up most of the volume 
done last week and the market on the 
whole was quiet but reasonably steady 
as quoted. 

Benzyl Cinnamate. — Somewhat more 
inquiry was reported and a more lively 
market accompanied firm prices and a 
market notable for lack of more than 
moderate competition between sellers. 

Carvoi. — Firmness of raw material 
costs kept this synthetic in steady price 
position and in line with the move- 
ment of normal proportions prevailing 
throughout the past week. 

Cinnamic Aldehyle. — 
were routine in kind and size. Prices 
were fully steady in all quarters. Re- 
serve supplies were sufficient to care 
for any reasonable expansion in con- 
suming needs. 

Diethyl Phthalate. — Jobbing demand 
was reported and not too much of that 
sort of request prevailed during the 
past week. However, the market was 
steady in undertone and lacking in 
unsettling influences. 

Diphenyl Oxide. — Buyers on con- 
tract took tenders promptly and new 
business was also indicative of a nor- 
mal interest in the material. A gen- 
erally firm position governed prices. 


Eucalyptol. — Strength in raw ma- 
terial brought strength to prices on this 
material. Movement was somewhat 
routine, but it produced a very good 
total volume of transactions by the close 
of the week. Competition was negligible. 
Stocks were not excessive. 

Hydroxy Citronellal. — Both varieties 
were steady as to price and demand. 
New business was possibly a shade less 
active, but activity caused by. the sub- 
stantial, but earlier commitments kept 
the market to normal position. 

Methyl Anthranilate. — Trade was 
somewhat irregular. Buyers kept pur- 
chases down to actual requirements and 
hence the market lacked much in the 
way of broad trading. Values were fully 
steady.

Petroleum Solvents, 
Lubricants, Fuels 


Industrial Oils Move Out Against Contracts But New Buying Is Light 
—Gasoline Consumption Rate Maintained—Crude 
Oil Production Higher 


Except for routine movements of 
supplies of petroleum products for in- 
dustry against contracts, solvents. 
waxes and other raw materials derived 
from crude oil did not have much 
market life last week. While the sell- 
ers have fairly substantial contract 
orders on their books, there was not 
much new business in the market. In 
the Midcontinent district, cleaners’ 
naphthas were moving faster than other 
solvents while in the East Coast areas, 
the sellers reported that petroleum 
thinners and v.m. & p. naphthas were 
in the vanguard of the market’s ac- 
tivity. 

The declining position of paraffin 
wax in the Eastern market over the 
past few weeks came to a halt last 
week as the holders of the light sup- 
plies offered stout resistance to the 
lower-priced bids of the buyers in both 
the domestic and export channels of 
consumption. 

Gasoline consumption was sustained 
at a fairly high degree last week and 
the softness apparent a week ago was 
not very clearly evident last week. 
Prices were steady in most directions. 
Fuel oil consumption has been increas- 
ing slowly and should broaden con- 
siderably over the course of the next 
thirty days. 

Daily average production for crude 
oil in the United States for the week 
ended September 18 was 3,671,200 bar- 
tels. an increase of 28,800 barrels over 
the preceding week, according to the 
estimate of the American Petroleum 
Institute. The average for four weeks 
ended September 18 was 3,687,900 bar- 
rels and the average at this time a 
year ago was 3,037,000 barrels. Runs 
of crude oil to stills were reported to 
the A.P.I. by companies controlling 
88.9 percent of the nation’s refinery 
capacity as having averaged 3,102,000 
barrels daily for 84.7 percent of re- 
finery operation. An additional 298,000 
barrels are estimated to have been 
sent to stills unreported for a total 
estimated daily average of 3,400,000 
barrels against 3,455,000 barrels in the 
preceding week. Crude oil stocks Sep- 
tember 11 were 309,054,000 barrels 
against 310,417,000 barrels in the pre- 
ceding week, according to the Bureau 
of Mines. 


Solvents and Diluents 


Solvents and naphthas passed through 
a rather colorless period last week. 
The movement of materials into con- 
suming channels was quite routine and 
there were no open changes in prices, 
The local refiners were moving petro- 
leum thinners and v.m.&p. naphthas 
better than the other solvents but the 
reports from the Midcontinent indicated 
that cleaners’ naphthas were moving 
best in that vicinity. The tankwagon 
prices in leading marketing cities were 
Without change last week. 

Cleaners’ Naphthas.—The refiners in 
the Midcontinent area were moving 
fairly good quantities into the hands of 
the buyers but the local refiners were 
not able to point to more than a rou- 
tine business. Prices at the refinery 
points continued without change. 

Lacquer Diluents.—Lacquer manufac- 
turers’ needs for replacement have been 
showing moderate improvement during 
the past few weeks and the movement 
of tankcar lots out of the refinery points 
was considerably better than it was a 
month ago. The market has been hold- 
ing a position of steadiness for some 
time. The Midcontinent market was 
posted at 7%c. to 7%c. per gallon for 
tankcar quantities, f.o.b. Group 3. 


Petroleum Thinners.—The Eastern re- 
finers reported an active demand both 
in the tankcar and tankwagon divisions 
of the market. Manufacturers of sur- 
face coatings were buying in much 
more active fashion than they were at 
this time a month ago. Prices shared 
in the general steadiness of the market 
for solvents and naphthas, and there 
has been no change at the refinery 
points or in the tankwagon markets 
during recent weeks. 

Stoddard Solvent.—Conditions  sur- 
rounding the market for this naphtha 
cut were steady. The prices have not 
been touched for some time. Demands 
have been improving all month but the 
movement of material into the hands of 
the consumers was not what might be 
called brisk. 

Vv. M. & P. Naphthas.—The Eastern 
market was reported active but the sales 
movement out of the Midcontinent re- 
fining district was not so broad as in 
the case of some of the other naphthas. 
Refinery prices for tankcar lots have 
not been changed in some weeks and 
the condition of the market was a 
steady one. 


Markets at Other Centers 

Chicago, Sept. 24.—Petroleum solvents 
and diluents have held steady, accom- 
panied by the showing of a comparatively 
good amount of business recently. While 
most buyers apparently would prefer to 
limit their transactions to small lots, 
others are willing to consider larger 
quantities, although most of the latter de- 
sire concessions. Ruling prices in tankcar 
lots except as noted were (tankcar prices 
f.o.b. Group 3 Oklahoma) :—Blending 
naphtha, 5c. to 54¢c. per gallon; cleaners’ 
naphtha, 73¢c. to 74ec., tankcar; 17.1c., 
tankwagon; petroleum spirits, 6%gc. to 
64ec., tankear; 15.8c., tankwagon; lacquer 
diluent, 83c. to 842c.; rubber solvent, 
73gc. to 74c.; Stoddard, 6%gc. to 7c., tank- 
car; 15.8c., tankwagon; v.m.&p. naphtha, 
73gc. to 71ec., tankcar; 18.1c., tankwagon. 

Tulsa, Sept. 23.—There was no change 
in the quotations on solvents as the move- 
ment continued of a routine nature. 
Cleaners’ naphthas remained the most ac- 
tive and inquiries for Stoddard*came in 
at a fairly good rate. The latter con- 
tinues at 6%gc. per gallon while the clean- 
ers’ naphtha was 73@c. to 75gc. per gallon. 


Lighter Fractions 


The lighter solvents in the group of 
petroleum hydrocarbons have not 
shaken loose from the routine chracter- 
istics that have been part of the mar- 
ket for some time past. Producers have 
not reported any change in the price 
schedules and the latest reports on the 
state of business indicate continued 
routine trading. 

Butanes.—Conditions were unchanged 
last week as the producers continued 
to quote the market at 2%c. to 3%c. 
per gallon, for tankcar lots, according 
to the number used per month. These 
quotations were f.o.b. Group 3. 

Hexanes.—There has been no change 
in the position of the market for some 
time past. The steadiness of the past 


several weeks was still evident and: 


tankears were named at 10%c. per gal- 
lon for the regular industrial grade, 
f.o.b. Group 3. 

Octanes.—The position of this mix- 
ture was unchanged from that of the 
past several weeks. Quotations for 
tankcar quantities remained at the 
basis of 10%c. per gallon for tankcars, 
f.o.b.

Paraffin Waxes.—The recent decline 
of scale wax prices came to a halt 
last week and lower priced bids of the 
export and domestic buyers met with 
resistance.

week ago, and seemed quite firm at that 
level. The holders of the light supply 
of wax did not attempt to obtain more 
than the market for wax, but showed 
stout refusal to book business below 
the 2.90c. per pound level. Fully re- 
fined waxes held an unchanged posi- 
tion over the week. There was not 
very much interest in the fully refined 
grades last week. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—The refined wax 
market held steady.

Tulsa, Sept. 24.—Extension of the motor- 
ing season has brought a continuation of 
the high gasoline consumption according 
to orders received by Midcontinent re- 
finers. The volume of shipments has 
been well maintained and held a firm 
tone in all quotations. This condition is 
somewhat in contrast with that expected 
shortly before Labor day when several 
smaller refiners began offering gasoline 
quite freely being fearful of a substantial 
contraction in consumption shortly after 
the holidays. 

The volume of trading in natural gaso- 
lines is still the upstanding development 
in Texas and in Oklahoma. Refiners con- 
tinue to pour orders into the two states 
and the volume thus far received has ex- 
ceeded any turnover for a similar period 
in history. 

In burning oils, which are coming into sea- 
son, there is a large number of inquiries 
but so far the trading in the spot market has 
been limited. Quotations have practically 
become nominal. There is a general ex- 
pectation among integrated refiners that 
their output will fall short of supplying 
their individual requirements and instead 
of being sellers they have turned potential 
buyers. 

The unsettlement existing in the crude 
oil market due to reduced takings in a 
number of fields does not extend to the 
refined oil market this week as the tone 
in all products is steady to strong. Con- 
tinuation of curtailment of well produc- 
tion is one of the expected developments 
in the fields for October. 


GASOLINE.—Most of the refiners are 
ignoring the four bracket grades adopted 
according to the L-3 method of testing.

Labor Conditions and Laws 


Introduced by Ray Whidden, of Bauer 
& Black, W. F. Campbell, counsel for 
and assistant to the president of Fred- 
erick Stearns & Co., spoke on “Labor 
Relations.” He felt that, acceptable as 
is the newly adduced economic legalis- 
tic theory that the workman has an 
equity in his job, those who go into 
equity must do equity, and sight must 
not be lost of the fact that the em- 
ployer also has an equity in connection 
with his relations with labor, and this 
too must be protected. The drug in- 
dustry, Mr. Campbell said, had never 
had any problems of labor relations or 
unemployment. It had carried its work- 
ing forces in days of stress and had 
developed many plans for the security 
of workers. These, he said, had largely 
been pushed aside by the necessity of 
contributing under social security laws 
in order that less considerate or more 
troubled industries might provide for 
their workers. 

Mr. Campbell admitted the justice of 
labor’s dissatisfaction in many instances 
with excessive hours, inadequate pay, 
failure properly to evaluate services. 
He had no quarrel with the movement 
for unionization that had grown out of 
these grievances. But, he feared this 
movement, getting out of hand, might 
mean continuation or resumption of 
labor troubles. 

Labor laws and related legislation, he 
said, are directed to the economic 
theory that management has been better 
organized and equipped than labor to 
further its interests and that industrial 
profits depend primarily on increased 
purchasing power based on _ higher 
wages. So, it is endeavored to give 
labor greater organized strength and to 
fix its hours and pay, relying on the 
resulting satisfaction to avoid unfair 
competition through labor conditions. 

Explaining succinctly the require- 
ments of the Wagner act, Mr. Campbell 
pointed out that the supreme court’s 
decision left for future determination 
the validity of the delegation of power 
to the labor board. The rights and obli- 
gations of employers are so stringently 
defined that in his opinion the only 
thing for an employer to do when 
asked to advise in the choice of labor 
organizations is to read the act to those 
who come to him. 

Mr. Campbell stressed the definitions 
of unfair labor practices in the Wagner 
act, the third of which, in his opinion, 
requires much interpretation. These 
definitions present a serious problem 
for the employer in seeking to know his 
rights, responsibilities, and obligations. 
They indicate the necessity that every 
effort be made for immediate revision of 
the act to define similarly the responsi- 
bilities and obligations of labor. 

Mr. Campbell concluded his address 
with the advice that any employer 
brought into a proceeding before the 


labor board produce his witnesses, ade- 
quately refute unjust accusations, and 
establish a full and clear record of his 
case. Otherwise, he warned, the matter, 
if carried to appeal, would present but 
a one-sided case for the appellate 
court’s consideration. 

H. Z. Krupp, of the Philadelphia 
Wholesale Drug ompany, was at a loss 
to understand why industry did not 
pay as much attention to the Wagner 
and social security acts before they 
were enacted as it is paying to these 
laws now. The labor situation is be- 
coming increasingly serious, he said. 
The cost of social security cannot be 
passed along; many are unable to ab- 
sorb it. His hopes are for an amend- 
ment that will fix the obligations of 
labor under the Wagner act; otherwise 
he foresaw labor’s demands reaching 
a destructive stage. He urged the uni-

fication of all industry for the protec- 
tion of its rights. 


E. T. T. Williams, of Becton, Dickin- 
son & Co., recited the experience of his 
company in a suddenly called strike of 
a small group of employees. Develop- 
ments in this unsuccessful but tempor- 
arily disturbing strike showed, he said, 
that there had been a loss of the essen- 
tial contacts of employer and employee, 
contacts which intermediate supervisors 
as often harm as help. Restoration of 
the personal touch had brought about 
satisfaction, and in a survey of indi- 
vidual and group grievances, most of 
which were of a minor nature, much 
had been learned that was helpful in 
increasing, not only the smoothness, but 
also the general efficiency of opera- 
tions. 

Courage and business sense in labor 
problems will reduce their seriousness 
and often avoid all trouble, said P. C. 
Magnus, of Magnus, Mabie & Reynard, 
Inc. Mr. Magnus urged business men 
to stick up for their rights and to see 
that they were given the protection to 
which they were entitled. 


Value of National Advertising 

In an address on “Seeing—Believing 
—Buying,” L. J. McCarthy, director of 
marketing for Hearst’s Magazines, Inc., 
developed the theme—‘Seeing is be- 
lieving, and believing is the founda- 
tion of all advertising.” Trademarking 
an article, advertising the trademark, 
as he showed by exhibiting nationally 
advertised marks, gave the public confi- 
dence in the responsibility of the ad- 
vertiser, Mr. McCarthy said. It also 
laid obligation on him, chiefly that all 
seen in his advertising must merit be- 
lief. 

The speaker gave examples to show 
how larger sales, developed by exten- 
sive advertising, enabled manufacturers 
to give better quality for less money. 
He spoke enthusiastically of the proven 
value of national advertising—‘“the de 
luxe edition of salesmanship in print.” 


Consumers’ Acceptances 


Business has a vital need for factual 
evidence of the ultimate consumer’s 
likes and dislikes, of his acceptance or 
rejection of goods, said W. M. Murphy, 
of the market research concern, the 
A. C. Neilsen Company. Advertising 
in itself does not mean all, he said, the 
article must satisfy the buyer. 

Statistics were shown in charts to in- 
dicate trends in consumer acceptances. 
A slight trend to buying of large sizes 
was reported. Gains for advertised ar- 
ticles in comparison with unadvertised 
goods of the same class had been 
found; although retailers’ inventories

Fertilizer Materials 


Trading Continues Lifeless—Prospects of Reduced Tonnage Halts 
Purchasing—Potash Discounts Expire This Week 
—August Tag Sales Off 


The _ fertilizer materials’ market 
underwent another period of lifeless- 
ness last week. Crop prices and pros- 
pects and the doubtless indication of a 
reduction in the fertilizer tonnage to be 
bought next Spring has halted the 
activities of the purchasing depart- 
ments in many plants. With only a few 
days left to obtain a discount price on 
potash salts, the sellers have booked 
practically no business at the current 
discount rate and it was indicated that 
the buyer preferred to take a chance 
the buyers preferred to take a chance 
on the necessity of purchasing replace- 
ments in the Spring at the list prices 
which become effective at the close of 
this month. 

Reports from the South Atlantic coast 
indicate that cotton seed is absorbing 
moisture and that the supply of off-

color meal will be more abundant than 
usual. The abundance of meal has been 
the South’s ace this year for a cheap 
source of organic ammonia and now 
with increasing supplies of the off-color 
product, the ace becomes trump as well. 


As usual at this time of the season 
there was not much material moving 
out against contracts. Sulphate of am- 
monia held a position of solidity in all 
marketing channels. The shortage of 
supplies on the Pacific Coast forced the 
Western buyers to come East for sup- 
plies and some sales of Eastern by- 
product material have been made for 
delivery to the Pacific Coast. 

Fertilizer tag sales in August were 
small, totaling an equivalent tonnage of 
162,219 tons in seventeen states. The 
N. F. A. compilation indicates that the 
small August tonnage is insignificant 
as August sales amount to a small per- 


August, a comparison with August for 
the past two years, and, comparative 
date for the January-August period. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—The market did not 
possess much for comment last week 
other than elements of a seasonal na- 
ture. The price structure was firm in 
all directions and while the movement 
into consumption was not very lively at 
this time, the market is usually very 
quiet at this season of the year. Imports 
entered for consumption for the first 
seven months of this year totaled 606,201 
short tons, against 449,344 tons in the 
same period last year. Exports of “other 
nitrogenous chemicals” which appear on 
the Department of Commerce records 
and are interpreted as being principally 
domestic synthetic nitrate, totaled 72,669 
tons, against 78,876 tons in the same 
period last year. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—None of the 
fertilizer ammoniates was in any firmer 
position than sulphate. The market's 
all-round firmness here has been mag- 
nified of late by reported sales of East 
ern sulphate to the Pacific Coast mar- 
ket. California producers and the big 
supplier in British Columbia were sold 
up and unable to offer. As a result, 
buyers have been in the Eastern mar- 
ket to cover the shortage on the West 
Coast. Export business with some of 
the territorial possessions continued 
good. Sulphate imports for the first 
seven months of the year totaled 58,064 
short tons, against 105,396 tons in the 
same period last year. 

Dried Blood.—Holders of supplies in 
New York continued to ask $3.50 per 
unit with practically no interest shown 
by the buyers. Imported material for 
October shipment from abroad contin- 
ued at $3.45 per unit, c.i.f. The Chicago 
market was boosted 5c. per unit last 
week to the basis of $3.20 per unit. 

Fish Scrap—After having taken or- 
ders for unground menhaden scrap a 
week ago at $3.25 and 10c. per unit-ton, 
when-and-if-made, the Chesapeake fish- 
ermen were reluctant to sell last week 
and the position of the market was 
entirely nominal. Some California sar- 
dine meal futures have been offered for 
delivery at East Coast ports at $48.50 
per ton. Japanese sardine meal was 
50c. per ton cheaper last week at $47 
per ton for shipment, basis c.i-f. 

Nitrogenous Material—A late dis- 
patch from the Western suppliers re- 
ported the offering of material out 
of Carrollville at $2.40 per unit of 
ammonia, basis that shipping point. Re- 
ports from other supplying points have 
not come to hand yet. 

Tankage.—Quotations for feeding 
tankage were raised 25c. per unit-ton at 
Chicago last week with $3.25 and 10c. 
per unit-ton named. The fertilized 
grade remained unchanged at $2.75 and 
10c. per unit-ton, basis Chicago. Locally 
there was no change in the quoted po- 











Potashes 


Buyers have until Thursday of this 
week to cover on what they might need 
for delivery in approximately equal 
monthly quantities from October 1 to 
January 31 at the 5 percent discount. 
Thereafter, the prices will be at list. 
The sellers have not been receiving 
much of a play from the buyers at the 
5 percent discount offering and they 
expect very little business at this basis. 
The prospects of reduced fertilizer ton- 
nage sales for the coming season has 
shortened the buying ideas of the fer- 
tilizer manufacturers and mixers who 
are inclined to pass up to 5 percent 
saving at this time and take their 
chances on whether or not it will be 
necessary to augment the supplies com- 
mitted for at the list prices that will 
be in effect from the end of this month 
forward. 


Phosphates 


The phosphatic materials did not es- 
cape the dullness of the general market 
for fertilizer chemicals. The firm posi- 
tion of superphosphate continued as the 
market’s principal point for attention. 
Bone materials were also lacking in 
interest. 

Bone Materials.—The lone change re- 
ported in the price list last week was 
a reduction of 50c. per ton in the asked 
price of imported 1 and 65-70 percent 
steamed bone. This material was now 
quoted at $22 per ton, c.if. The Mid- 
western market was given very little 
attention by the buyers. 


Superphosphate.—The Baltimore mar- 
ket held firm at unchanged quotations. 
Run of pile, basis 16 percent, was 
named at $8.50 per ton, while the guar- 
anteed 16 percent article was named at 
$9 per ton. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


Shipments of sulphur to acid manu- 
facturers continued in good fashion. 
The gossip of the market centered 
around the possibility of a reduction in 
the $2 per ton severence tax in Loui- 
siana. As reported here a week ago, 
state officials have indicated that rate 
in Louisiana might be adjusted to a 
more equitable basis. 


Markets at Other Centers 


Atlanta, Sept. 22.—Buying interest in 
fertilizer materials was low, but inquiries 
seem to indicate preparation to begin pur- 
chases for the spring demand. Fertilizer 
manufacturers are giving special attention 
at present to collections, which are re- 
ported fairly good. Cotton picking is 
progressing as rapidly as scareity of labor 
will permit, but not fast enough to pre- 
vent seed from absorbing moisture of fre- 
quent rains, with consequent off-colored 
cottonseed meal more abundant than usual 
available for fertilizers. Cottonseed meal 
continues the best buy for organic am- 
moniates in the south. Some orders for 
potash are expected prior to October 1, 
when the 5 percent discount ends. Quo-

showed increased stocks of unadver- 
tised goods. Special sales had shown 
a decrease. Price-maintenance appar- 
ently had not been seriously impeded 


by the bargain habit. 


In reply to a question, Mr. Murphy 
said that the Robinson-Patman act had 
had some influence in the decrease in 
special sales, and that fair trade laws 
were now showing an effect in this di- 
rection. Consumers are not looking 
so much for bargains or penny-saving, 
he said; and this was one reason why 
sales of advertised articles showed up 
better than those of unadvertised ar- 
ticles. He had not seen much indica- 
tion of a change of retailers’ attitude 
toward the two classes of goods be- 
cause of the raising of prices on ad- 
vertised goods under fair trade laws. 


The matter of the attitude of retail- 
ers in connection with price-stabiliza- 
tion efforts was an open question as a 
general discussion developed. Ray 
Whidden elicited from Mr. Murphy the 
information that, in the grocery trade, 
sales of advertised goods had been in- 
creased by individual retailers but had 
decreased in chain stores. Earl A. 
Means, of the Bristol-Myers Company, 
pointed out that records such as Mr. 
Murphy presented were far more con- 
vincing when based on_ individual 
items of the value of advertising. He 
said that there was a gradual diminu- 
tion of sales of unadvertised denti- 
frices. 


Fair Trade Conditions 

The comparisons given by Mr. Mur- 
phy with reference to retailers’ stocks 
of unadvertised goods induced Walter 
Quinlan, of the International Cellucot- 
ton Products Company, to ask whether 
manufacturers were being supported by 
wholesalers and retailers in their en- 
deavors to stabilize prices. He felt 
that retailers were turning from goods 
put on fair trade contracts to push own 
brands and the like. He wanted to 
know whether they were being told of 
these long shots by wholesalers—and

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why. He was inclined to doubt the 
sincerity of wholesalers and retailers 
in their requests for stabilized prices, 
although he felt that sales of unadver- 
tised goods would fall far short of ex- 
pectations and prove disappointing. 


Mr. Quinlan was provoked, he said, 
but not disturbed by the evidence that 
retailers were taking on unadvertised 
goods. He feared that this might break 
down the idea of fair trade, and if that 
occurred, he declared, manufacturers 
would abandon it and conditions would 
become worse than ever. 


His chief concern was to find out who 
was promoting unadvertised substitutes 
to the retail trade. He decried the 
competition of wholesalers in the manu- 
facturing field, but he pointed out the 
inevitable consequences of believing 
that two turnovers at 40 percent pay 
better than twelve at 20 percent. 


Earl Means considered it contrary to 
the basic policy of a cooperative whole- 
sale house to further competition with 
advertised goods. Retailers and whole- 
salers had asked manufacturers to help 
them get profitable prices. He could 
not conceive of a wholesaler’s abetting 
the promotion of goods competitive 
with these manufacturers, citing the 
razor blade promoted by New York 
State druggists as a “horrible exam- 
ple.” Nationally advertised goods can 
be sold, he said, will be sold, or the 
belief in the value of advertising is 
“all cockeyed.” 


The fallacy of long shots was pointed 
out by J. S. Norton, of the Lambert 
Pharmacal Company. He cited an ex- 
perience with a chain store group that 
had made $52,000 gross profit on one 
item whose manufacturer endeavored 
to prevent predatory price-cutting. 
Somebody saw a chance to push a pri- 
vate-brand article in the chain. The 
manufacturer lost interest in price- 
stabilization and although the chain 
bought and sold 10 percent more of his 
item, it made only $600. Own-brands 
can’t be sold under cutting practices, 
he said; under no conditions do they 
pay as well as stabilized advertised 
goods. 

In 1932, he said, retailers had told 
him they would be satisfied with a 
gross profit of 25 percent. They seemed 
of a different mind now, he felt; but he 
warned that to “raise the ante” might 
result in having no sales. 


Selfish interests prevailed too much 
in the opinion of E. V. Frankel, of 
Frederick Stearns & Co. Private brands 
must be expected if profits on adver- 
tised brands are not adequate. He 
could see no difference between the 
competition of a non-advertiser and 
that of an advertiser who could spend 
more. He asked why anybody should 
be blamed for pushing unadvertised 
articles if they paid better. Still, he 
thought, all should make a more vigor- 
ous effort to get together and to see 
things in the same light. 

S. C. James, of the Ellicott Drug 
Company, said that the New York 
razor blade was not backed by the 
State association as a whole and that 
very few druggists in his area (Buffalo) 
handled this article. He informed the 
manufacturers that his wholesale house 
does not compete with them; and, with 
other F.W.D.A. members, asked only 
that the retailer get a living profit. He 
praised Mr. Means for the introduction 
of the Bristol-Myers contract under the 
New York fair trade law. 


Turner Currens said that there was 
competition everywhere—“bumpers” in 
all items. He felt that the matter too 
often resolved itself on the basis of 
whose ox was gored, whose feet were 
trampled. O. J. Cloughly said that his 
St. Louis Wholesale Drug Company 
makes no substitutes, but does distri- 
bute unadvertised goods on calls pro- 
moted by manufacturers of such ar- 
ticles. A. S. Ludwig, of the same com- 
pany, contended that the retailer must 
have “bumpers.” Price-stabilization 
has lessened his need for these insofar 
as contractually priced goods are con- 
cerned, but contract prices are not 
profitable for the small retailer, he said, 
and prices of other articles are still 
heavily cut. 


Lee Williamson expressed apprecia- 
tion of the efforts that had been ap- 
plied to make the joint meeting suc- 
cessful. He felt that much good could 
be got from what had developed there. 
He urged the necessity of getting for 
the employer equal protection and as- 
surance with labor under the Wagner 
and related legislation. Industry he 
declared, needs a “union,” and he urged 
that the creation of an adequately rep- 
resentative body be supported and 
furthered in order that illegal and pre- 
judicial treatment might be guarded 
against.
